"UE COMPUTER IN THE AQUARIUM HOBBY by John D. Geier 


As most of us know, the computer is becoming am increasingly important part 
of our daily lives, Almost all large companies use one for bookkeeping, and many 
stores ose cach registers tied into a central computer bank, Have you ever thought 
about how the computer could be used in our hobby? Probably not, so here's a Little 
food for thought, 


Thera are two common terms used in the computer industry - hardware and soft- 
ware, Hardware io the computer itself and any other equipment used in conjunction 
with ke (things such as iine printers, word processors, etc.) Software includes 
the program stored on tapes or disce, A computer is just a place of complex 
machinery and cam do nothing without a program to tell it what to do, The program 
gives the computer haste Information on a given subject so the computer can use

thia information to deduce answers to questions asked on that subject, There are 
eady-nade programs om subjects such as accounting, payroll, budgets and a number 
of other things, With the addition of special hardware your computer cam une the 
telephone Tinea to tie Into a vast information network the world over - the com- 
puters actually "talk" to each other to gain information, 


The usos of a computer are endless, limited only by your imagination, You 
sould think up any number of things for your computer to do, The following are a 
ow possible applications of a small computer in the aquarium hobby, For many of 
these a custom program would have to be made to sutt the application, 


Aquarium societies could make use of a computer in many ways, and the addition 
of» line printer or word procenaor would be almost be a neceisity, By storing a 
Wosbership list In the computers menory wich a proper program the couputer could 
automatically or with the push of a button, notify the operator of due memberships. 
Te could then even type up a letter of reminder to be went to the member and all in 
the space of n fev minutes, Also, by storing a memborahip list in thin vay, it ia 
a sinple matter to have thé computer type up magasine labels or memberahip ep, 
Naturally the above vould require a line printer, 1t is also a simple matter to 
change the membership List, change addresses, add or delete members, All of this 
would only take about one hour per month - a far cry from the time required now, 
The computer could also keep track of things like B,A,P, recorda and points avarded, 
‘Jor how points, International Show Entrants, and the list goes on, Alwout every- 
thing stored in the computer can be displayed on a neroon within a few minutes or 
lesa, It would certainly cut down on paper vork, 


A personal computer can keep track of breeding attempt with regard to water 
conditions and other much matters, Then, if in the future you wish to breed that 
fish again and have forgotten how it was done the lait time, simply retreive that 
information from the memory of the computer with the push of a few buttons. The 
computer's memory can aluo store information on fish ` when purchased, what aixe it 
was, which tank it vas in, etc, It is then a otuple matter to find out how mich It 
has gron over a period of time, This sort of thing would certainly be of intereat 
fo me as K have a tarriblo memory, When asked how long I have had a certain fish, 
most of the tine I guess or just don't know, With this information stored in the 
Computer I could tell exactly in a few seconde, It can also koep other records 
auch as water changed, filter cleaning and on and on, I have wondered, as you 
probably have too, how much our hobby coats, As moat of us are terrible at keeping 
records, let the computer do it for us, After ve buy an article, just take a couple 
of minuten to tell the computer how much, vhat the article vas and the date, You 
could then find out at any tine how much you have spent on what and when and you 
may even be able to budget your expenditures vith this information 


Other possibilitlos are endless, The computer can also perform any number of 
non-recording functions, If programmed with the right information, it can figure 
Ehe actual capacity of the tank, compensating for gravel and other material in tho 
water, Te cam also tell you how mich gravel to use for the beat Filtration with 
0,6, filtera, how many fish of vha siae that the tank can support and other iofor- 
mition Like how mich salt to une in a marine tank to get the proper specific 
gravity. 


The versatility of the computer can also be used for mechanical uses as well, 
With the use of a specialized program and hardvare such as sensora and switches, it 
can continuously monitor tank conditions; pli, temperature and water levels, This 
information ia then at the aquarists’ fingertips for him or her to decide whan 
water changes are in order, or other measures to be taken.

‘You could even program the computer to do water changes for you, I'm sure all 
of us have put off a water change or two; with this aystem you wouldn't have to 
worry about it again, The system could vork like this: At a comand, or automati- 
Sally, the computer vould drain a tank down to a level controlled by the use of a 
sensor, It would then open another valve to let ney water into the tank either 
from a resevoir or from the tap and fill it to a point controlled by another sensor. 
The temperature of the water in tho tank could also be controlled by the computer 
using a thermostat separate from the heater, Naturally the water changing system 
88 above would be beat for a centralized filtration system but could be adapted for 
use with Individual tanks, The only thing the computer could not do 4a clean the 
Filters, however, this may soon be possible, Who knows? 


This is al} vell and good, but how much will ít coat? Well, it's expensive, 
There is no vay around that, The prices on home computers will tend to come down 
When there 1s more demand and the technology is no longer experimental, If you have 
^ home computer already, it would be interesting to try a fow of these ideas on an 
experimental basis - it night be vell worth your while, The Limits of the computer 
fare only as limited as your ieagination and ft can be used for Just about anything 
you can dream up,

and WOW If WORKS by Ceorge B, MeCroskey 


1 remember years back of seeing many a guppy breeder with odd ways of getting 
the motive pover to filter his tank water, One man mist have had three or four 
"blow-outs" while we were there in the plastic Lines leading to his wide spread 
aquaria, You soo, he made the common mistake of attempting to get too many pounds= 
pressure of air to do the job, IF memory serves me right, he had about thirty 
Pounds of air in air Lines better suited to about five pounds---vhich is quite 

— for the purpose. 


Wat ie the "normal" requirements for fish tank filtering usage? In my ovn 
experience this depends on che followin, 

Depth and size of the tanks one uses, The nusber of tanks and how far apart 
sach da dn relation to the air supply, The size and kind of filters used, The 
Amount of water one needs to do the Job of keeping the water clean, 

Add to the above, a few incidentals such an costa of electric power consumed, 
the machines needed to compress the air and not to forget the original suma needed 
to build or buy the items to do the actual Job, 


To get everything tn the proper order, I'LL attempt to List and explain the 
various methode porpall used in the hobby of fish, keeping guppies included, It 
can be a complicated subject ond one that not all beginners really understand, It 
has been my ovn hard-won methods that I'Il attempt to pass on to save a fow people 
(possibly) how it can be best done, 


The wost common, but often inadequate, pump is the so-called "vibrator air 
pump", Thi» {u usually a za? black box that may buuz a bie when in use, Tho 
kinds furnished the aquaria set-ups that come in a package ta usually just enough 
for one tank, most often in the ten gallon size, As many a person has Found out 

the hard way, they will only do ao much and no more, regardless of adjusting, moving 
about, or most anything else you can do, However, vibrator pumps DO come in larger 
sire, can be quite trouble free, and are the least expensive to run of any other 
mathod, ....in electricity consumed and in maintenance of the unit compared to hours 
of operation, 


1 think the bent all-around large display I ever saw wan in the New York City 
midetovn shop with over two hundred tanks, each with it's own vibrator pump om a 
small shelf in back of tho tank, This vas years ago and I much doubt if anyone 
atil does 1t this way due to the amount of electric wiring and original conta of 
this method, The drawebacks to vibrator pumps can cause frustration without one 
sven knowing what the trouble may be, I am speaking of the small amount of air- 
pressure these conpressors vill deliver, A good pump of this kind will deliver 
about one-half to three quarters of a single pound of air pressure, Which is ado- 
quate PROVIDED the tank depth is not over twelve inches deep and where filtration 
is not too heavy. That is, with an inside box filter, or outside hanging bor fil- 
ter, While air volume (as compared to pressure) i» enough for a single operating 
filter, Le may not be enough when the deep tanks (over 12 inches deep) are used. 

The second drav-hack to amy vibrator pump is the oft overlooked need to attempt 

to furnish air to more tham one filter but in the case of the extremely large i 
pumps, the only good vay to regulate air quality is to ‘bleed’ the aurplus off 
‘Spponed to the more common method of closing down a line valve to regulate the water 
Flow that ie made with the air, IF ONE USES A VALVE TO LESSEN THE AIR PRESSURR 

XOU CREATE WHAT IS KNOWN AS "hack pressure” and this ie usually death dooner or 
later to the works of any vibrator pump. Bleed off any surplus air by using a three 
way valve in the air line and lot the surplus leak avay, By the vay, any vibrator 
pump, large or small, usas only as much electricity an a ten vatt Light bulb---the 
sane size as a Christmas tree Light of the outside kind, Or described another vay, 
it Will cost approximately six conta to use your pump continuously for 2 week. 
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COMPRESSED AIR IN THE PISH ROOM, 


The next most commonly geen ait eachine for peple with about ten tanks is the 
“piston pom". These come in various sizes and while ent cheap, will work quite 
well for BOTH pressure and volume of air when properly malutainod, they are a bit 
troublesome for most aquarists, They are a motor-driven pusp that docs get extrem- 
ely hot even when new, and need two things to deliver good service. 
1 Frequent lubrication of the entire unit at all it's rotating points. 
That is, whereever there nre moving pivot points and there are several, de- 
pending on whether it is single or double cylinder pump, But.,.the motor has 
to be kept free of all dirt, lint and dust or it's cooling passage will be 
blocked, the motor vill over-heat, tie it's self up and quit running. Even 
che best and well-maintained pumps will eventually develop worn and loose. 
bearings in the pistons (and probably worn piston rings an vell) and therefore 
show this by an annoying thump or vibration, The 'cure' is a complete rebulld 
Job which une to be done at nme local shops but nov-days may have to be done 
at the factory or by the owner---if he can obtain new parts easily, If not, 
the only answer (and this may be cheaper in some cases) in to buy another 
pomp. 


Por those with loke of tanka, there are several methods umed and all can be 
costly and take sone knowledge of skills needed to install a central air compressor 
and the many branching air linen and valves, plus necessary pressure regulator: 

And Junetion points, to install a "central motor-driven compressor", These are, or 
can be, the vary kind any home hobbyist may une for paint spraying and minilar 
usage, This type of unit [s uaually only for those with fifty tanks or moro and 
copocially if some of chose are Large tanks, Take heed, these usually uve a half 
horse power motor or larger and do use electricity, Quite a bit of At, in fact, 


The central air oyotom mist be located, and usually in, a good distance from 
the fish room, The noise alone determines this an voll ov the necewmity to main~ 
tain the filtorn, lubricating oil, balts and such for thia equípnont, A separate 
Foon, sometimes clear of the Living quarters, ta a good idea, I have found, ALL 
thin vimply means it vill take n quite elaborate plumbing system to get the proper 
voluma and pressure of sir to where one can use it. Thin entails long air pipes of 
a relatively large wise to do a good Job. Quarter inch sofe plantic air lines will 
mot do ehe Job, Although a good many of even the best fish broedarw DO une this 
Very thing, that Le, a conglomeration of mal) flexible plastic air linea, a per- 
manent set-up is far better, and eventually one finds [t absolutely necessary to 
do tt anyway. 


At amy hardvare store, or builder's supply center you can find all the needed 
materiali to dó-it-yourself for plumbing Jobs, What you vill need is the so-called 
PVC plastic pipe that comen in long lenptha and can be cut with any amall saw, or 
oven a knife if this is all you have, While there are various inside diameters of 
this, the half inch size ia probably plenty big for alt-noads, It also uses all 
kinds of fittings for going around corners, or being divided up into two, three or 
even four separate lines coming from a single "main" line, a good bit of time and 
troublo cam sonetines be savad by just bending the seni-flextble pipe to turn it 
into appropriate places, Jut, to cut your lines into other small spaces or to 
join pieces together , it is a sinple matter to cut a piece in two, use a bit of 
cement made for the purpose (sold where you buy the pipe and fittings) and cement 
the cut length into a tee-fitting, or a coupling, dependant on what you need, 


What makes the plastic pipe so nice for hobbyists in the ease you aan always 
tap into a line to add another Filter, air stone, or whatever, provided one has 
the valves to control the air flov, I have used regular air valves at tines by 
ainply panching a hole in the plastic with a mail, ice pick or whatever, and 
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ra AIR IN TER FISH ROOM, 


cmenting in the valve tightly, Hovever, eir valves are old vith a pipe-threaded 
al that into your punched hole and make a leak proof joint, 


The last kind of air pump made for aquarists use is the so-called "Rotary 
compressor", This is smaller than large motor driven compressors mentioned above 
BUT also uses a motor, generally that is coupled directly onto the unit that von- 
presses the air so that everything is quite compact, and much smaller, BUT, as the 
Werke go-around at about 1800 revolutions a minute, they make a bit of noise, The 
better, or larger, unita of this kind do incorporate "mufflers" to lessen the moise, 
they do not always do the Job, I have been told that these punps come in sizes for 
Over a hundred tanks, They differ from the other types in that they furnish alr 

at a limited pressure but a high volunn---Just the opposite of the Firat-mentioned 
vibrator pumps, They are far from cheap and I did hear of many problems with most 
of them vhen they were first sold, As this was mowe years ago, hopefully, theme 
are made better now, 


"There are methods for those vith the tools and skills needed to make your om 
air compressors from old refrigeration machines but thia method in too lengthy to 
describe here, but it han been done and was done quite a Jot some years back, For 
those who happen to recognize the idea, At ean save money and give an exceptionally 
well perforalng moana to get aquarium air im quanity, 


In conclusion, of the normal ways to get yourself compressed air, I'd may that 
vibrator pumpu of the better brandu and ofzoo will do the Job at loast cout, pro- 
vided they are not expected to moro than they were designed, In electricity alone, 
in those days of big billa every month of this commodity, this is the way to po. 
Just remenber, keep a spare pump around as you always will have one quit at the 
most inconvenlent tine.

Here in Europa 12 highbreading forms of guppies are exhibited. ALL of them 
are Judged according to tho rules of Incer-Highbroeding-Standard 1981 (*IHS-81), 
Mready these highbreading Judging rules vere applied in 10 countries, It will be 
subdivided tn the competition a» follows: 


Widetmils . Svordtaile - Shorttails - and further into - Shape - Basic colors - 
Body color ene-colored - Body color multi-colored, 

Tho recognised body colors are Grey (dominant) and single recessive (Gold, Blond, 
Blue, Albino) aa well as multiple recessive ( White, Ceca, Silver), 


he basie color "Groan! emerges by crossing single recessive Blond with single 
ravonsive Gold (formerly Bronze - body scale edged in black), Thereby the Fl- 
generations don't look Like either the father or the mother, they ore colored 
Wildsrey, The dominant factors are existing but the Gold and Blond mutated rece- 
seive factors ore not in evidence (Jl - Mendel's Law),

Crossing aow tha Fl-guppies one with ancther-agatu-chere will develop few pure 
Gold - few pure Blond - as well as Gray - and few Cream guppieo, (@2-Nendel's Law). 


1f you mate those rare Cream guppies with one another they breed on pura, and, 
therefore, it develops a new guppy strain, (#3 ` Mondel's Law), 


Let's remember - we breeders of today work vith the help of Mendelian Law to 
reach our goal of "Highbreed Guppy". Johann Hendel vas born in 1822 In Bil 
wich at that time was a province of Austtia, Today it ia a part of Poland, 
Mondel decided to enter a convent and to take the name Crepor. Then he studied 
sciences at the University of Vienna, Later he was elected to abbot, Gregor 
Kondel discovered with peas the Fundamental legality of Leaving during 8 years 
(1865). Unfortunately these Mendelian Laws vere left unnaticed for almost 40 yours 
until they wore discoverad concurrent and corroborated from the Austrian Tachermak- 
— from Hugo de Vries, Amsterdam (Netherlands) and From Carl Correns in 
Tubingen (Germany),

Te is a known fact that regular or partial water changes are very important 
in keeping your flah healthy, It da a good practica to apply to your needs an an 
hobbyist, This ia certainly a must, 1 do not caro vhat type of Filter aystem you 
inploy. You must make water changes, This help the filtor system and bottom 
Siphoning helps prevent the filters being over worked and the water becoming stag- 
ment and toxle, 


he most important waste in the aquario is ammonia (MM2), The protien that 
ia broken down résulte in ammonia an a warte proluct. Ar fa urea; ammonia ean 
be changed to urea, ia not very toxie to Lieh in fts Blood or in the water, In 
mature it Le the most common form of nitrogen exeretion, lut it takes energy to 
do this, turn ammonia Into urea, 


In crowded areas the fish use this for other purposes, Under crowded condi- 
tions, ammonia is excreted from the fishes gills, not the kidney, aa is ur 

That ia why lover temperatures are best 1f you have crowed conditions, like that 
Of guppy breeders, Now that is why we make 25% water changes - once a week ot 
every 4 days like I do, We all should, 


How does it effect the fish? If they are exposed to high levels of ammonia 
suddenly, the ammonia acts as a nerve poison, The movement of the gill cover 
The fish suffo This over a long slow period vill 
of growth, As well as lowering its chances to fight off 
leo true when you disturb the biological filters or the Mer 
logical balance of the filters, Never destroy this mechanism, 


Once you have established this in the filter floss or whatever, first rinse 
out and replace Lt back, Never throw it out or bleach the floss. Why would you 
Want to destroy it beats me. And co many of the so called know it alle do the 
sillieat things in this respect, Mechanical filters do not remove ammonia, Char- 
Coal dosa not remove toxic ammonia, Aeration does not resova aumonía, but dous 
push out the C02, The one and only way Lo again, I repent, change the water (H0) 
Plus remove all decaying matter, This only adda to the problem, 


Koep the Pll low - B or less, They will show signs of thie by avinming near 
the surface and the increased movements caused by respiratory alimenta, They!ll 
be very active for short periods of time ` then, Wham, tho fish dien, ‘Also it 
would not hurt to add a little sodium bicarbonate to the water, I find tt very 
useful, 1t do cheaper in tho eupermarket than in the pet shopa, You buy Le by 
the box, not those little cans, Treat your fish liko they treat you by winning in 
shows for you, Be kind, You might be a fish someday,

1 would like to take up the discussion that vas started in the judging seminar 
at Fe, Wayne, The discussion that led to my sponsorship of the Sword Clas in 1983, 


Any of you who have known ma for anytime know I LIKE sworda, Of course, if 
you have been on my judging team at any point in the last ten years I have oub- 
dected you to at least one sword clasa and more likely two before the night was 


Anyway, back to the seminar - A statement was mada to the effect that double 
swords have no specific number of degrees for the angle of the avords, With that 
ratenent the subject was more or less finished. Of course, that got me on my 
soap box right away, I pointed out the system for judging I was introduced to when 
1 first started and feel is a good way to judge avords for shape and help to com 
pare size of caudal, We are fussy about caudal shape in veils and deltas and there 
is no reason not to carry that over to awards without the specific degrees for 
angle. The suggestion hack in 1973 was on double awords an imaginary line is drawn

den from the tips to fora a triangle, That way you have a shape to judge propor- 
tion as vell as shape (see illustration), 


A Fish whose rays drop after leaving the clear area are not strong enough to hold 
Out the awards and should not get shape pointa, This is an casy way to tell what 
the shape ta just an it is in deltas or veils, There in no reference under Judging 
swords in the Blue Book about it, Maybe we need to sake thie simple addition, so 
mew people learning to Judge do not look at the sword and say it is different from 
veils and deltas, For they are a very nont fish to Judge!

DO BRINE SHRIMP CARRY DIGHASE??? by Mary & Dan Carson 


Recently ve have even several articles which have suggested that feeding a lot 
of noviy hatched brine shrimp can cause several problems in raising De, One 
article mentioned that the baby brine shrimp "carried" the valvet disease, Oodiniun, 
into tanks of baby bettas, Another article dealt with the oti! unidentified white 
body malady, to which female guppies are especially susceptible, The symptoms ra- 
portediy cleared up vien the amount of brine shrinp being fed vas reduced, 


A third article revealed that insecticides auch aa DDT vere found to be pro- 
sent in the salt water vhere brine shrimp egga aro collected, It roported that 
Utah eggs show a heavier concentration of DDT than San Francisco eggs and that there 
ia some evidence that the level of DDT in the Utah eggs can be harmful, We uso the 
Utah eggs because they are cheaper and our feeding regimen for young fish has been 
alternating copious servings of baby brine shrimp with equally copious feedings of 
Inieroworma, Thin, coupled with frequent partial water changes gives us the bent 
early growth that wa have been able to achieve with fry An their first few weoks of 
life, 


So we are reluctant to discontinue the use of brine ahrinp even in the face of 
these articles and the fact that wa have seen some outbreaks of Oodinium on both 
baby gouramis and tetras and we have had some problems with the white body malady 
on our female puppie 


Our thinking on the subject vas greatly influenced by the experiences of two 
friends of ours, both of vhom are proficient angelfish breeders who raise fish in 
commercial quantities, Some years ago, one of these men vas contending vith an 
epidemic which was wiping out thousands of young angels in his hatchery. After 
trying all kinds of medientions without success, he began to vary sone of hin cun- 
ep? procedures to see if he could discover the source of tho problem, He had 
been re-using the brine in which he hatched his shrimp eggs and as an experiment

began to make up a fresh solution for each hatch, When he did thin, his epidemic 
disappeared!!! The ro-ualng of the hatching brine is recommended by many on the 
grounds that better hatches are obtained in water that has been used several tines, 
There is probably some validity to this claim, Certain killie eggs can be induced 
to hatch by the introduction of some bacteria which apparently break down the shell 
of the egg to the advantage of the enclosed fry, 


A bacteria buildup in the brine solution could very well act in a similar way 
fon the brine shrimp eggs. However, it is also possible to experiment with the 
hatching solution and length of time needed for the hatch until a combination ig 
atruck which gives close to 1007 hatch with a fresh solution, 30, the "old water" 
method 1o of doubtful benefit, 


More recently, our second angelfish breeding friend began losing whole spavns 
to what appeared to be sone kind of intestinal infection, He, too, went the route 
of many medications, to no avail, We told his about the experience of the first 
friend. This second breeder vas not re-using the brine solution but he did make 
practice of transferring unhatched eggs fron the hatch being harvested to the next 
hatch. As am experiment he discontinued thia and reported a noticable decrease in 
the munber of Les 


water aquarists we have alvays thought of walt being 

After all, we regularly wee salt in the treatment of diseases and ve 

them, Bot ín thinking about the two ex- 

periencas of these angelfish breoders, it occurred to us that perhaps this attitude 
toward malt water was makii ‘about the cleanliness of our brine ohrümp 
hatchers, Since Qodinlun £s a comon disease of many marine fish, obviously mona 
pecten of thia parasite can live in salt water, It would also follow that bacteria 
and viruses can adapt to salt water, It occurred to un that we might bo uninten- 
tionally culturing some pretty virulent strains of tonixs or micro-orpaniums along 
with the brine ahrimp vo vere hatehing, 


So, we sat up tvo proceduren An connection with our hatching of brine shrimp. 
The firat An ainply to mix a fresh walt solution for every single hatch. The second 
ig a complete veekly sterilization of everything used in connection vith the batch- 
ings of the shrimp, In addition to the hatching aontainers, this includes airstones 
and air tubing, syphon hoses, syringes used for feeding, jara and nets, Our pro- 
cedure in to soak them all in a strong solution of household bleach, néutralised 

it with Sodium Thiomiphate and rinse thoroughly. This is the sane’ procedure we 
use to clean filters, 


Since ve have been following these procedures the outbreaks of Oadiniwy have 
been reduced to zero!} Our problem with the white body has never been serious and 
at this writing we cannot document any improvement here, But, we would Like to 
offer another line of thought, Feeding newly hatched brine ohrimp has been a com- 
mon practice among guppy breeders for many years, To our knowledge, however, the 
white body malady has appeared only in the last two or three year: 

that the appearance of this malady coincides with the rising levi 

tion in the sea? If there [o a relationship here, it is the first evidence wa have 
seon of damage to the brine shrimp supply by DDT, 


We would Like to add our voiess to those who are crying out for the banning of 
DDT before ve not only ruin our brine shrimp supply, but the rest of our environ- 
ment as well, If any hobbyist can add his experience to ours in connection with

EXPERIMENTS WITH GUPPY FOODS By Dey R.A. Tare & Associates 

The following statisties are the results of an extensive series of teste run 
by Dra, Lare, Johns and Robins, to determine which kinds of foods would cause fe- 
male guppies to drop the largest number of fry, 


Each test group consisted of threo pairs of adult guppies which vere fed only 
the one kind of food, and no others, during the 120 day test period, Each tank of 
test fish vere fed three times a day: morning, noon and afternoon (4:00 p,m,). The 
dry food tests consisted of alternate feedings of regular and flake foods, Tha 
regular food being a 50/50 mix of two leading brands of dry food, The Flake foods 
being a 50/50 mix of two leading brands of flake foods, (Since these teste were 
conducted, another brand of dry food has been tested which fits between #5 and #6 
for production of young.)

To study what the addstion of gelacine to the aquarium míght do, I asked ay 
researchers to run bacterial counts aa the feeding progressed, There was no intro 
in bacteria numbers or types throughout the teat, I further tested by adding one 
envelope of dissolved gelatine to tha water of a j-gallon tank every 10 days for 
Une month. There vas an incremse of bacteria during the firat 4 daya after each 
Addition, but thia was quickly removed by l-celled animais, Thoue l-celled aninalo 
(Euplina, Anoeba, Paramecium and several other protozoans) are excollent food for 
guppies and vera quickly raducad in numbers, While I would not suggest the adding 
De gelatine to the water to promote protoroan growth, I can conclude that the amount 
Of gelatine which Lo not eaten by the fish from the above food mixes will cause no 
problens of any kind, 


Whtle the teste have mot been conducted over waveral years! tine, which is, 
of course, desirable, the longevity factor using beef heart could not be evaluted, 
fue because of former tests uning beef heart which did prolong guppy life, I can 
assume that the above misturen should prolong the guppy's life to some extent and 

by by as much an 50%,

1f painting is involved do ft right the first rimo and you will not need to do 
it again. You vill not be able to paint once you pur your Floh in - the fumes vill 
coat the waters surface and wuffacate the fish. 


Painting your floor, if it is concrete, has ite good and bad pointa, Water 
passes freely on a rough concrete floor, If the floor 18 painted, the floor then 
becomes sealed and the water can not pass through tho porous concrote, You vill 
have to give it at least two coats of water proof cnaael paint to do it right, 
Thin vould mot harm the fish if you have proper ventilation until the floor drie

TOO MUCH OF A GOOD THING by George MeCroskey 


Over the past year I have been doing a lot of inquiring on a problem that has 
some far-ranging effects, At this point, ít seems apparent that this particular 
Problem is quite common among fish hobbyists even though not always realized, Ea- 
pecially those who live in an area whore the aquariums are over five in number, 
kept An a house that must remain tightly closed in the winter months, and the pro- 
blan becones even more acute where the water temperature in the tanka are kept at 
high levels, üo ££ you have noticed any, or all, of the symptoms I novwlll list, 
you can bet you have bigger problems than you realize, 


(1) A moldy, or musty swell, in the entire house that will never go away, This 
may seem to lessen at intervals, expecially in the sunmer months 
(2) Moldy, or mildeved shoes and other leather goods in the closets, Also, when 
the house is closed and heated you may notice black spota on the plaster be 
hind the forniture, in ceiling corners and under rugs, 
(3) Peoling and blistered 
curos itself, In houses that have the outaide valle insulated, the problem iu 
pecially bad, 
(4) Heavy condensation on windows (vhich may show as front) in the cool 
months, This may be so bad at times an to form icicles on the lower 
‘windows as well as making windows alsost impossible to open winter OR summer, 
(5) A grent lous of water from fish tanks due to heavy evaporation, 


There are more indications than those I list but I think these are enough to 
get across the idea, The problem, In case you have not gu 
Tatton of moisture in all the interior wood of a dwelling us 
When accumulated moisture in a house exceeds the amount that io normally eliminated 
by regular air circulation, the excoos moisture attempts to find another placa to yo 
which usually means into any material that ia drier than the wet air and that is 
porous enough to soak this up. On surfaces that are not porous, the wetness stays 
Amd stays no that the surfaces will fore black mold, usually known an mildev. This 
gets especially bad where normal air circulation i» poor. 


With a little logic and some basic mathematics, one can easily see that any 
Single tank with an open vater surface will evaporate into the free air ae mich as 
two allons per ten gallons of tank water over a voek's tine, Multiply this by the 
water pallonape you now have on hand, and you can aoe that thia can be as much as 
25 dependant om the absorption effect of the air, and the other variables of normal 
humidity and air tenperature, A hobbyiat with 20 tanks of the ten gallon size, will 
easily over-burden the contained air in normal sized houses very quickly, IF the 
tanks are largor than the suggested tem gallon sise, the problem becomes even nore 
acute, 


Some humidity in the air, and especially in heated houses, is good and needful 
but often misstog unless one adda this by a humidifier of sone sort on the heating 
ayston, With a fev fish tanks in the vicinity, no humidifier is needed although 
replacement of the evaporated vater In the fish tanks may become a problem at tines, 
oughly speaking, about 50% humidity in an area ia comfortable but this may vary a 
bit according to the maintained air temperature, (nore at higher temps. 

degrees), 


The means to cure yourself of too much humidity im the air and surroundings 


is not too complicated but it can get expensive and troublesome, The simpliest 
method i» to buy a "dehumidifier", This 18 an electrecal driven machine that 


n.

affoctively removes the aurplun moisture from the air, By constant ose of this one 
can keep the air relatively dry BUT if your problem has been wich you for a long 
fime, it my ba weeks with constant use of the dehumidificr before any change can 
be detected, A machine big enough to do an effective Job with a residence con- 
taining many tanks, will likely cost over a hundred dollars new although the price 
of smaller ones will bo loss, Even a smal) dehumidifier vill remove gallons of 
water from the uir in 24 hours and the better ones vill shut off automatically once 
the moisture levels come down to a preset level, 


The best way to keep your tanks offecient in operation, easter to maintain, 
and to keep the home interior dry, £s by means of an enclosed fish room, If this 

is a converted spare room, or attached building, one has to do but Little to convert 
it, Unually, by covering any wooden floors or walls with waterproof paint, vater- 
proof floor covering, or other material that won't absorb water vill do the trick 

45 long an the door to tho room is kept closed, If you plan on enclosing a section 
Of ur cellar or basement, this will encur some additional work and material 

Puw tione of some waterproof material will be needed or Af plywood in planned, 

this must be thoroughly sealed, I recomend that one use sheeL-rock, aubestov board, 
masonite (fiber) board, brick or concrete valla, ALL are conductve to being made 
good looking with modern methoda and are relatively easy to handle, 


In enclosing your tanks in a fish room, be sure and weal the entire room, en- 
mant area, The ceiling are especially important, All 
t and kept closed, If the surrounding npacas are 
some sort of inauldtion will be a 
help in the heating bille as well as a mean» of sound proofing, Water gurgling 
noises in the middle of the night are not really appreciated by some people, 


If at all possible, 1 can recommend some vindove in your Deh room or at least 
n fan that vill induce an sir flow to the outside air, Lf and when needed, In th 
hot sumer months ona may have to atteopt to keep the fish room temperatura dovn to 
Livable levels and short of an air-conditioning system, a circulating fan is the 
ont best thing 


One small further hint. In planning, and then making, an enclosed fish room, 
Allow enough space to reasonably include sone expansion plans but don't over-do 
this, Figure up about how much spare tine you normally have over a year'a span, 
then allow accordingly. Twenty tacks can take up a lot of spare Eine even though 
you may like to have fifty, too many tanks can become a chore, not a relaxing 
hobby. Most people who must work for a living and have familion can reasonably ex- 
poct one free hour a day averaged over the entire year, IF you can afford more than 
this, you either have no other activities, or have no family to consider. (DON'T 
take this to heart, it In a "seni-Joke", local variety) 


In visiting other guppy people I have seem guppy tanks im closets, in spare 
bedrooms, in garages, in utility rooms, in kitchen corners and in dans and ro~ 
creation rooms. I have yet to ses tha American version of the British Fish-house, 
itber the idea is unattractive or us Americans take the path of least reefetance 
and "live vith our Fish”, so to speak.

EARLY GROWTH IN YOUNG GUPPTES by Bob Fisher 


One of the most disappointing and discouraging things which can happen in the 
guppy hobby is to obtain some prime breeding stock and then fall to produce offs 
spring equal to or better than the original parents, Many new hobbyists are quite 
disillusioned when their baby guppies fail to grov quickly into the healthy, husky, 
large-bodied fiuh they expected, 


We have been asked many times, "How do you manage to grow them zo large io much 
a short time?" or "Moy can I get my fish to grow fast7", Well, right at the beginn- 
ing let me bo the first to admit we do not know all the ansvera, Like everyone alne 
we aro still learning nev things every day, but there are a tcv thingé ve have 
Learned from experience which we would like to pass along, particularly 1f you are 
^ mewcomer to the hobby, 


‘The firet and foremost requirosont for the raising of young puppies is a well 
aet up tank, Now by this we are not referring to a beautifully planted aquarium or 
show tank, but rather an aquarium of the correct sise and shap 

venient place away from direct sunlight or chilling draughts, clean and mot leaking, 
with water of the correct temperature and chemical condition, provision for a 

quate filtration and ample Lighting; all this coupled with tank p intenance schedule 
rigidly adhered to by the hobbyiot, 


Since ve ars dealing with rearing guppies only, any comments from this point on 
refer to guppy babies from birth to ix weeks, "It is our firn belief that if a 


{inh is ever going to make it at all and become a fine show epocimen, it muot be 
showing good potential show qualititlem at nix weeks of age. Thin, of course, in 
mot a hard and fast rule as differont strains of guppies have quite different growth 
characteristics, but as a general guide, six weeks should be enough time to decide 
if your youngotorn are doing well. So we insist that the first six weeks aro the 
most important in any guppy's lifo, How well they progreso afterwards in apelled 
out by the kind of treatment they receive as bablos during this important period, 


1t ia our belief that one cannot successfully rear babies and adulta in the 
same tank, primarily b tho babies are constantly nervous in the presence of 
larger fish, thus One seca them herded into a corner or hiding in the planta, not 
free to roam at will. Wow if we ourselves had to spend all our time hiding, seared 
out of our wits, we sure wouldn't have too much opportunity for eating or exercise, 
it ds surely the same for baby guppies, They act far more scuro when separated 
from their parents and placed in a tank of their own, Further, if parent fioh were 
fad the high protein diet youngsters should pet, pretty soon they develop "nidriff 
bulge", thoy grow fat and ugly and no longer swin gracefully.. chey just wobble 
their way around, not a happy state of affairs for older fish, Therefore, for baby 
fish we like to use a five gallon tank, Limiting its popul ition to fifty imdivi- 
duals for the first three weeks, after which ve separate males and fomlas into two 
five gallon tanks...roughly 25 individuals per tank, A plywood stand capable of 
holding from 18 to 24 of these tanks can be casily constructed and only takes up 
60" x 16" of floor apace in the fish room amd fa well worth the initial investment 
in providing plenty of tank space for nev arrivals. Sone of the batches of young 
fish are larger than fifty. When this happens we generally split the dropping into 
two parte and house each half in a separate tank to prevent overcrowding, It isn't 
se mich the excess food which fouls the tanks but rather the feces and vastes of the 
fish thensslves,,.hence leds fish, less chance of fouled tanks and evil-amolling 


XARUY GROUT IN YOUNG GUPPIES.. 


We have found water temperature to be most important and insist that babies 
only remlly prov when kept at 80-82 dogeses constantly, Avoid sudden chills; your 
baby fish do not like it any more than you Would, and any sudden shock Like thia 
could set them back a week or more, 


Like many other hobbyiate we prefer to fesd our fish a small quantity of food 
often, and endeavor to provide them at least six meala a day, spaced several hours 
apart, We have noticed that the warner water keeps them eating well; when they eat 
they grow, which is what we are after, 


Their main dietary item, of course, 1s newly hatched brine shrinp, on which 
they vill gorge until their ei äer are awollen and they look like ball bearings 
with fins, They vill continue to gorge themselves Like thia every two hours all 

day long. There is no question that brine ahrinp are an absolute must for young 
Wuppies. We knov of no other food which vill promote such rapid growth tn young 
fish, A shrimp hatchery should be an important part of the hobbyist's set up; it 
should never be thought of as a cumbersome extra, We have also found the young 
guppies will greedily eat any dry powdered food which has been ground down to their 
bite size, IC it Le small enough for then to avallow, they will accept it readily 
and your tanks will not become fouled by food left over too large to be swallowed. 
We prefer to food alternate goals of shrimp and dry food, making aure they receive 
at Least two feedings of shrimp every day, Tho final feeding at night before lights 
out ie always dry food ao that they vill have something substantial in their stomacho 
during the hours of darkness, 


We have aaen miny batches of young fish raised on dry food alone, without the 
heien) almost without exception those fish are small, undersized vunta when com- 
pared with ubrinp-reared fish of the sano age, This same diet i9 continued for the 
whole six-week period, the only differance being the amount of food fed as thay get 
older and largor, One han to learn exactly how much food to give each time withe 

out overfeeding. If there ara atil) live shrimp svimning in the tank after half an 
hour, ve know wa have given too much; hovavar, £f they are all finished in five 
minuten, they will need a larger quantity che next time, Thin is only a rough gauge, 
but it teens to work for most people, 

Concerning tanks, water and maintenance chores: a cloan, sterile tank ia a prime" 
mecensity with a filter large enough to do the job and sufficient air to permit 
filtration, Our experience has boon that some holbyiats do not give their tanks 
enough auration. Since oxygen is essential for guppy growth, ve are [irm believers 
in plenty of rapid filtration to remove wastes and gases detrimental to the young 
fish and to promote crystal clear water, Hov can a filter be expected to perform 
the Job for which it was designed when the air i» barely trickling through it! A 
tank can become fouled overnight if the filter Lo not operating efficiently. We 
keep our filters charged with fresh bone charcoal and glass wool, making aure all 
dust is washed from the charcoal firat, We try to change the glasswool in baby 
tanks every week, tho charcoel every third waek, 


We use only straight tap water, adding one level teaspoon of non-Lodized sale 
per two gallons as a disease preventive, The water is aged for two days at least 
with both filter and lights operating, Next the temperature is checked. Finally, 
the fish and scavenger snails are added by floating their container until the tem- 
are equalized, red vanshorn snails for this job as the 

so do a good job of cleaning up food the fish 

leave, Every week 1/3 of tho water is siphoned off, picking up the bottom sediment.

Since there are no plants or gravel this is wot a difficult task, We repllniah 
this vater from a 20-gallon supply of aged water kept especially for this purpose... 
ready for une at all times, Because the salt is already added, the amount put back 
into the baby tanks Is equal to the amount renoved by siphoning, therefore no salt 
build-up occurs, If we should goof and mike a tank cloudy by overfeeding, we change 
the water mora often, These constant water changes do not affect the young fish... 
in fact, they seem to thrive on it, 


Our entire philosphy regarding tank maintenance could be sumed up as follows 
"LE dt don't there 1t can't cause trouble", Hence, ve try not to overfeed, ve clean 
filters regularly, we do not use plants or gravel as we foel those only collect dirt, 
ve use only clean sterile nets which are rinsed in scalding unter after each une to 
destroy bacteria, Our brine shrimp hatching bottles are ringed, scrubbed and 
Wcalded after each hatch (a piece of steel wool on the end of n stick does a nice 
job of this), By disciplining ourselves to rigidly adhere to these methods of 
growth in these early weeks, our guppies have attained 1" at four weeks and lb" at 
Six weeks ~- again a lot dependa on the strain and those figures should not be taken 
an gore than a general guide, 


At ix wooks of age they are again moved to more spacious quarters and their 
diet is adjusted for sustained growth, but thio ig another story, It's well to note 
that from four weeks onvards, male fiah tend to slow up in their food requirements 
amd do not consune as much as femalen, mo it ia well to watch out for over-feeding 
problewa at this age, We are satisfied that any newcomer to the hobby can safely 
follow those instructions and successfully raise a batch of babies into potential 
show quality flsh...sive your fish a good start and you will not be disappointed,

town is dependent upon rain fall for water and mot properly treating same. 


1 did not read in the Carson's article that after he collected his shrimp fron 
the hatchery, if he properly rinsed them with fresh water a fey tines, I explained 


all of this in my article (August 1982) 
will build up very rapidly, Remember

lt does not evaporate unless you drain the 


Whole tank down, Hovaver, I have experienced the outbreak of Dropny from using 
brine shrimp. Once in awhile you vill have to stop uning baby brine ahrinp for 
about a wack, Like Oodinium, Dropey there 12 no cure and the best solution is to 
destroy the Hah, Dropsy cam not be passed on to another fish, But Oodinium can 
be an epidemic to the whole tank, The only way that OMdinium might have gotten in- 
to your tanks [a by putting in nev plants or new fieh, I truly doubt that it vas 


caused due to the shrimp. 


Baby angeltish are like any other animal life form, They will eat until they 
become atuffed, sluggish and usually get sick and die, There is auch a thing as 
stuffing too mich live food into the fry and kllling them, They do not have that 
Gell in their brain that telle then they are full and should not eat any more, In 


after all they are Just animals, 


Mother Nature did not equip them with 


the reasoning we husins have, Most of us do move avay from the table vhon we are 
full and not stuffed to the gille, Too much of one kind of food is very bad for 

the fish. You should feud the fish a variety of foods, Tho fry will oat other 
foods, such as míero-worua, even very fine powdered guppy food, fine flake foods 
amd also paste foods, If you are cautioun about feeding novly hatched brine shrimp, 
I suggest that you use frozen brine shrimp, It is just a» good as the shrimp eggs 


and cheaper.

Sana non-aquatic protein may be poorly digested by 
the guppy. Te may even cause poor health such aa intestinal blockage and greater 
tank pollution from partially digested food, 


Studies also show that guppies will do much better on food which is made 
mostly of aquatic foods,

Many prepared fish foods boast 40k protein or over, bur.hen you read the in- 
grediente you will Find that much of the protein is furnished through graine such 
ña wheat, soybean moal and corn - meats such as liver, heart, earthvora and such, 
ALL these foods are very usaful in the guppies diet, bot should not be used as the 
erie protein in the diet, Always make sure che 30 to 40% protein needed in tho 

guppy diet comes from aquatic Foods!

The following was received too late for publication last wonth so to start 
off we'll go back to February'a Question of "New studies on donimant/rereopive 


unter by Astrid Young, 


In June 1982 the Austrian Guppy Association (0666) organized the International 
Gwppybreeder Meeting ín the Lover Alps in Lower Austria, The theme of this work- 
shop was : Guppy = body size and coloring, We also wanted to acquíre new connac- 
tione of dominant and recessive genen of guppies, Tha start of the recesnive color 
"SLlvor" van comented on by an article written by Hana Luckmann, author of the 
book "Gunpya" published by Kosmos Vivarium, Germany in 1979, Luckmann ia a member 
of DoF o,V,, Gormany, Me explained his latest findings on Silver a» follows, 


We expect avery guppy breeder to know the single recessive colors, From 
crossing the single recessive color Blond and Gold the double recenaive color Cream 
develops, Prom crossing the single recessive colors Blue and Blond develops the 
double rocdsnsvo color White, vhich was described by Dsvitlo for the firot timo. 

A new atteupt of crossing wan practiced by Hans Lucksann and other DGR breeders 
with Muo and Cold, "he Fl va undivided Groy, mundar of the 
guppyrbabtos wan very near the theoretical numb 

17,2% Gold and 6,9% a new basic color, "he theoretical relation of 9: 3; 

should be a» follows: 56,25%: 18,75%; 18.75: 6.25%, It vas autabltahed that from 
the 4 baste colore which appeared in Y2 the guppies with baste color Mus vere 
very weak, they were oven weaker than guppies with the new double recessive basie 
color, The strongost fish vere the grey ones, nearly ao strong were the golden 
kuppios. At the fertility the succession wan changed: Grey propagated best with 
one another, Gold with Cold produced only few descendante, On crogeing recessive 
muppios with grey partners the crossing Grey with this nev baste color brought the 
beut renulta followed by crossing Grey with Gold, The new basic color 49 aimilar 
to the haste color White, fut the fish have each body scala edged in black thus 
the puppies have a darker appearance. This baste color emerges not so clearly as 
Blond, Albino or White , for example, It looks like tarnished silver on photos 
or at certain incidences of Light, Yor this reason, Hans Lucknann decided to uane 
this double recessive basic color "Silver", Silver vas integrated into the JAS 
xules in 1901 as a sign of progress of guppy highbteeding, But the breakehrough 
of this basic color at shove must first be waited for,

Like most of ws I do keep virgin females just for show purposes, i find that 
they do grow larger and botter Sf mot aunoeinted with a male or used for breeding, 
With breeding females they tend to sag after dropping their young, They tend to 
take a little longer to get their figure back, And if you put the breeding fenale 
ina show, you run the risk of having the female drop her fry in the bowl at the 
show. 


1 find that Virgin females hold their shape much more and look better than 
breeding foralos, Once you have put body sige on the females they vill hold their 
shape and body structure longer, But the key here is to properly feed them all the 
tine, These fomalen Live a lot longer and vill be able to compete in a lot more 
showa, Any Dk that you vant to show should not be used for breeding, A lot of 
us do mot adhere to thie, ome of un do not have a lot of fry to raise to put Into 
hows, so they use the breeders, luild up your stock so you will have them for the 
shows.

wall be very large females indeed, (about 2 to 3 inches), Hovaver, once the virgin 
females are brad, they quickly catch up and all females are of approxinately the 
sano wire when they are eight months of age. The only doubtful Fish that tend to 
break thie "rule" are the half black, blacks, which soom to have normally large 
formales rogardlosa, 


In hearing this question debated a number of tinea, the ones who agree that 
virgin females tend to remain maller until bred saen to tBink it in because of a 
hormone unbalance, The "proof" of this supposition would ba the comparing of 
fesales (virgin) that are treated with fomale hormones an this would tend to balance 
amy differences, It vould seem that the natural act of becoming pregnant would tend 
to allow female fish to naturally up their female hormone production. 


One other theory that has been advanced for faster grovth in bred females te 
chat a fomalo fish that is developing babies would ten! to eat more, (hormone pro- 
duction again) and thus grow faster oven thous a good bit of the extra calorie In- 
take would be needed to grow the eggs, Both tacovies, plus the difference af opin- 
don in which kind of guppy doce grow faster mauso for some interesting thinking and 
speculations,

Do Virgin fesaler grow faster??? Not at all, A female when it reaches 3 
months old should be bred with your two choice males, You will develop much larger 
ole 90% of the time, If you isolate your female longer than 3 months you are 
risking your females turning sterile, All of my show quality females are bred at 
the age of theee months and mot over that period of time, Females that are not 
bred at chin age start to torpedo out; evell up and develop dropay or develop gas 
pockets and die, Alvays use two males in breeding in case one of the males might 
be sterile, 


April's Question of the Month: Once in awhile ve have a female guppy vho is 
Obviously bred but will not drop her fry, She remains huge for 2-3 months and 

in most canun eventually dies, Can anything be done to hulp her deliver and save 
mot only the fey but the female, too!

Wepples that ara available] If you think this statement {a a bit "far-out" let me 
mention that I have been contacted by at least threo people over the past year who 


mentioned that they are attempting to do thin very thing, Add to this that I know 
of anothay three personally that are also doing the same thing and you can readily 
see that the idea {a not wo unique aa fr may sound. What even makoa it more An 
tevonting iu the fact that of the total of six people, all but one ara working 
from breeding stock that {9 asventially little more than common guppies, There are 
good reasons for this and with a little thought, the idea makas some sense, 


Whenever someone mentions that he would like to vee someone come up with a new 
rop type, and attenptu to describe what "uev" io, I hava to exercise a lot of 
Patience, “Given enough gupplea to chose from, and the tank space to allow thia to 
Tessonably mature, I maintain that most any strain will eventually show up with 
fish that are essentially different from what is normal, MIT, these are the very 
Kind that a breeder wants no part of and the strangers are clininated an noon aa 
they are scan. I do not mean to imply that all of theme fish are, or should be, 
further worked but just am attenpting to show that if ome uses some close observa 
tion, a little imagination, and ono hack of a lot of patience, gone of the strange 
— could be further daveloped into something new and very likely, different, 


Besides the actual attempts to breed different guppy typos and colors, there 
is a Little bit of pure research going on with guppies in an attempt to une the 
fish to find out something nev---not necessarily directly affecting puppies, The 
use of guppies for carcinoma findings in one such, and in case this term is strange, 
it simply means the disease known as "cancer", Most tropical fish can contract this 
disease and show the effects of it relatively quickly, or so I have been told, How- 
ever, one must have some back-sround training to work with ouch diseases and have 
the knowledge to know vhat ha is doing while he is doing it, Normally, « guppy 
breeder who has a strain of guppies that tend to show lumps, deformities, tumors, 
or odd bulges either eliminates the entire strain, or at the very worst, culla out 
the individuals shoving the symptoms, In ay entire experience, I have only heard 
of tvo Individuale who are actively cultivating guppies that tend tovard cancer 


NEM DEVELOPMEWTS TN FANCY GUPPIES,.,.. 


One type or the other, One of these vas a priest, the other a research technician 
who was the representative for a chemical supply house, Aa far as I know, all of 
their findings are secret or at least not available to the regular hobbyist. 


In any atteapts to create a new kind of guppy, it io neither quick, simple, or 
cany, Any onservable progress takes years and the quickest I have ever ween any new 
guppy to be made true enough breeding was some five years in the making, Adi to this 
that it takes lots of tanks, lote of bredding failures, and even worse no quick 
return in money,or fame, In ay own opinion, most breeders think it far more profit- 
able to concentrate their talent on making a better Line of more-likely - winning 
show fish, 


When it comes to answers to the specific question, "What aro the most wanted 
mew kinds of fancy guppien?", the anavers seem to be quite standardized, The moat 
commonly heard answer seems to be some color of "lant" guppy. When one further 
asks, what s actually meant by a four-inch male fish that would rival the molenenta 
fowily. (as far aw I can determine, the giant guppy of today that is available at 
intervals, would be about 2 - 24 inches in length, excluding tail), 


Next heard is the guppy that { entirely of a single color throughout the en- 
tire body, Black seems to be firat choice with red second, and blue coming in third 
in the answers. After third place, the choices seem to be broken up with no speci- 
iie answers of any number, 


TE one inaiuts om a third choice of the most Likely fancy guppy that would be 
wanted, the answers become more vague but new combinations of existing colors ween 
ingly is vhat is wanted. Such as red finn on a blue guppy, or black fina on a groen 
mt na sone apecific answers, 


An interesting sidelight on these speculations, that all of the onen actually 
daing the experimenting with nev guppy types wemos to be the person vho ie isolated 
and i» not mure what in available, being done in other places, or having no access 
to knowledge that is already commonly accepted by areas having lots of guppy people, 
Naturally, a breeder who has never seen a guppy show, never attended a guppy club 
moeting or one that As not even sure that he has really decent fancy guppies, 
visually has no idea of the complexities of attempting to develop a new strain, In 
fact, Lf he is lucky enough to jet the facte all carefully laid out and explained 
in detail, he will actually think chore in great exaggeration and vill yo on attom- 
pttng the same thing ho has baen doing and think he £» making great progress---aven 
when he is duplicating work done by someone alee long ago in another area. 


At this stage of guppy progress it is duposetble to know how many pronieing 
Hupby upacinens have sppeared in someone's tanks and have been lost due to lack of 
knowledge of what they were, lost by bad luck, or lost by plain old Lack-of-knov- 
ledge of how best to handle them, Add to this the definate discourapnent amoung so 
many people who know the work and time needed to make something useful out of a 
singla fish and the picture becomes more gloomy all the tine, 


When mentioning guppy progress, I always Like to throw in a few coments on 
color and the possibilities in this, Not that anything new would be of interest 
that I have hoard lately, but there is always room for more colorful guppies and 
improvement of the same colors in the onea seen around, One of the things that 
bothers me in this respect 1 the extreme variations in the eame fish, of che sane 
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or when he is changed to a dffferent tank of s different breeder, Up till now, 
1 have tentavily blamed these changes onto water differences and I still tend to do 
5o, but I am not sura this is correct, or the ultimate anmver. For example, "What 
makes a blue guppy, that has been blue for generations, turn green when he [e moved 
across tom?" Or, on the other hand, a bright green guppy turne dark blue ín Just 
^ few weeks when he is movad fron his breeding tanks to a hard water area of a new 
owner a fev hundred miles avay? To campläcate the problem even more, it is mot at 
all unusual to see a strain of bright red guppies that are very clear in the color= 
ing, ahow up with lots of dark areas whan they are shipped to another auction of 
cbe country, These are 11 examples of speculations and while I certainly do not 
have a bonafide, completely aure answer, the fact remains that the things do happen 
and 4f there aro any sure answers, I have not seen then, 


It ds common to have a couple of guppy people set sp all night "talking" 
guppies. Or in sane cases, an entire group of guppy people doing the sane thing in 
a motel room someplace where thay have gathered to enter a guppy show, IE anyone 
reading this has been one of such a group, I think you will agree there 1a lora of 
pure speculation, but speculation about new and different guppies (as vell an most 
other things) but seldom any sure answers, I have sean some guppy club meetings 
avert to back and forth comment on this sane thing and while lots of opinions are 
heard, seldom are any new facts brought to light, One of the suggestions that come 
up at definate intervals in somo method to artificially cause guppies to mutate, or 
to radically change by artifically nttempting to alter tho fishes make up either by 
combinations of chemicals, radiation (X-ray, radio-actives, high-frequency radio 
waves), hormones or just plain anything-grós methode, While I am sure some of this 
has already been done, and more will Likely BE done Gooner or later, the potential 
Of thase methods are not ones that seem able to do the job without a lot of bad 


side-effects nuch as being a quick vay to eliminate a lot of good pupplow, or to 
make such a batch of freaks, cripples, deformed and storile fish an to give mont 
anyone divcouragenent, I have no doubt hut what some one will always bring up this 
topic vherover guppy people bandy-about the propross being made (ot not nade) thase 
days with guppten. 


‘Add to the above the fact that visible, invisible and even the amount of Light, 
either artifical or natural, has a definate effect on moat fish, and wapecially wo 
with fancy guppies, and you opon up more pure discussion and a lot of impuro specu- 
lation, While I do not mean to antagonize anyone, the fact remains that hobbyizts 
hava noticed long ago that certain thinge €o influence the breading of fancy guppies 
And sone have aven vent so far an to attempt to prove what ie doing it, I regret 
to say that what ia shown to be tho "rule" in one breeder's tanks, 1 not nec 
sarily so In another's tanks, 1 have heard a number of times over the yoars that 
fone man attributes his best strain of blue, green, gold, or most any color of guppy 
to the fact he ia using a certain type of Light, a certain number of hours per day, 
To even further complicate the matter, the expounder of this theory may be exactly 
correct-r-but only with hin fish, and in his tanks with his methods! In ay opinion, 
ihe over-lookad facts of ono man using salt, or rain-water, or forsalin, or even 
partly filled tanks as compared to full filled, much deeper ones of tho other breeder 
all way have a great influence, but how, why and how much, no ono can say. (The 
mentioned example are pure guesses and should not be taken for fact.) 


To sum it all up, guppy people need, vant and are actively seeking as well as 
speculating on new kinds and types of guppies but on the vhole this is nothing more 
nor less than the old "trail and error" methods that DO cons up with sone succesn, 
but slowly and unpredictably,

to put it down in words, I alvaya feel inept as a writer after reading George 
McCroskey's excellent articles, We use a lot of his material because they are most 
informative and if you didn't know when they were written you would think they vere 
written in the present tine, Actually most of then were written 10 years ago or 
mora ~ the preceding article in 1970, 


This article seemed right at this time because some of the IPGA clubs are 
trying a new class im their shows this year which suggests wo swing a little bit 
away rom strict standards and being out a Little helter-skelter in breeding and 
showing guppies, Iam quite sure these clubs ara not trying to destroy the present 
ZVGA standards, for most of us realise their importance, We would have nothing 
without them. What they are probably trying to do is put a little apice in the 
guppy!!

I beleive that this is one of the biggest fallacies of breeding yuppies, Evi- 
dently this theory £s widespread, Dut if the theory ia correct, why is it that we 
Sam purchase n truly exceptional strain of show guppies, which produce excellent 
chev quality offspring, and within two or three generations, this strain Is pau- 
porized to producing fish which only vaguely resemble the relatives of which thoy 
Ere only a few generations removed? You have seem this happen to yourself and to 
many other broeders, I'm sure, 


The answer ia that we didn't watch closely enough what was happening. No one 
can predict the outcome of a particular mating but if we know the recent past his. 
tory of the fish, we should have a fairly accurate idea of what to expect, There 
jane shortcut zo muccuss in breeding guppies, Time, care and planning, backed up 
by records which include number of fry, deformities, color abnormalities, reduced 
aise, dorsal developaent, and a host of other variables, is a mat, 


Your strain may gradually deteriorate, or become greatly Improved, bot with- 
out a system of records rom which you can traco the background of your strata, 
you would probably never know why either of these things happened, 


In a case where your strain deteriorated, wouldn't you want to look hack and 
see what you did s» that maybe At could be avoided in tho future? And if your 
ntrain han greatly improved, wouldn't you like to have a record of what you did no 
that you can do At again?

enter, By not listing an air freight option, we discourage and discriminate against 
those who might be the sole difference between a loss and a profit an the show, 
Above all else, ve eliminate foreign competition completely which is certainly not 
in the best interest of our great hobby, Show chairpersons, rather than going 
through all the "red tape" to get a rule on the booka miking acceptance of ait 
freight mandatory, let's quietly put it hack in our rules as though it's been there 
all along. 


While on the subject of shows (and this point i» put forth primarily for the 
mower clubs) it is the responsibility of the hosting club to insure that at lenat 
fone accredited IPGA judge is available to judge the entrien, We've never had a 
club default for thia reason though we've come mighty close 2 or 3 times, By all 
means, consider this before bidding for a shov..., Lf you already have the show 
date and think nobody will attend, get on the phone and begin negotiating with the 
Judges.

Freshwater fishes which give birth to living young have been known to mam for 

more than 270 years, beginning with the discovery and identification of Anableps 
Maes in 1705. It should be noted however, that it took the "aqua-acientests 

Sf the I8th century, 6^ years to discover that A, anableps gave birch to live fry, 

Thus, the history of "Livo-boaring fishes" begins, officially, in 1769! Today, 

more than two centuries later, Livebeari 

Aquarium hobby around the world, Fame, 

Le the case, Livebonring fishes most posi 

reeain popular for so long a period of time, What fa it about those fish that has 

fascinated aquaristn for more than 200 years 


in order to analyze the reasons for the enduring popularity of this particular 
group of fishes it i» necessary to (1) have a look at nome basic facte about livo- 
bearing fishes in general and (2) to dispel a fey mythe that have became "common 
knowledge" over the years, Taking these pointe in reverse order, let's examine a 
fev "mythtakes" made by aquariots who should know bette 


IER SIE ONE - Livebearors are an ideal fish for che novice aquarist as they 
(A) are eaully obtained (D) aro relatively inexpensive (C) are prolific amd (D) 
are exceptionally hardy” 


It ia teue that certain of the livebearing apecies are readily obtainable, i.e, 
wollten, platies, qupples and svordtatin (the so-called "big four" of the Live: 
bester group), Host other species are difficult if mot inpossible to obtain, For 
that matter, it is often very difficult to obtain certain color and/or finnage 
variations of the "eommon" live eclos! In many instances, an aquarint 

who bas his hoart aet on a particular color and/or finnage type must construct hin 
own by mann of crossbreoding available variations, 


When it comes to price, Livebearers (guppien, for example) may range fron 
506 to $25 0 pate! In general, mont livebearing Eichen tond to cost more than the 
average aquarium fishes such as tetras, barbe, ate, thu» they are not cheap! 


Whun it comes to productivity, Livebearers must take a back seat to virtually 
all epg-laying mpecles, An average livebearer brood seldom exceeds 60 fry compared 
to 100 or wore for most eng-laying species. The myth of productivity Le based upon 
the fact that placing à male and female of any common livebearer in an aquarium 
soens to produce "instant To the novice aquarist, thin given the impression 
that Livebearers are more prolific and more easily apaymed than egg-laying species, 
This de not tha case, Appearances are deceiving! 


Most novice aquartota do not possess the knowledge and ability to spawn egg- 
laying fishes, but do have suffecient knovledpe to recognize a pregnant female live- 
bearer and to take the rudimentary precautions necessary to safaguard tht offspring. 
This and thie alone has led to the belief that Livebearers are exceptionally pro- 
lifie, In other words, Af the beginning aquarist knew more, he would be of a diff- 
erent opinion, Unfortunately, most raise a spawn or two of swordtatls, platios, 
ete., then assuse they know It all and advance to "more difficult fishes" auch ag 
daniem, barba, ete, 


Ten to fifteen years ago, the "big four" Livebearers were very hardy, But, 
such is not the case today, Wan has improved the Livebearers through "controlled 
breeding programs" to the point that most species are inbred to the point of fra- 
giligy. This concentrated inbreeding to produce intense coloration and Flamboyant 
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LIVEBEABER "HYIRIALKS! 


fimnage has yoakened the Dat Co the point that many of today's Livebearers aro 
delicate fish demanding special care and attention equal to, or exceeding that re- 
— for many opg-laying species that the aquarist tende to coddle, 


MYNLNUJER THO - Livebearers offer little variety other chan bright colors and/or 
exotie finnage, 


This fallacy ia due to the fact that the average aquarist is so “indoctrinated” 
by myth muter one that he does not take the trouble to learn more about Livebearing 
fishes, The group of fishes popularly referred to as "Livebearers" consists of seven 
familiam and in excess of 150 separate species! To prove ay point, how many species 
(not including color or Einnage variations) can you name without referring to a 
textbook? If you can come up with more than six (including guppies, mollien, 

platten and awordtails) you are dn the "elite of the fish world” inaofat a» know- 
ledge of livebearers is concerned, 


HYD MBER THREE - Assuming that there are a number of Livebearing fishes available 
they are engenttally the same Ínsofar an aire, shape, tesparanent and basic needa 
are concerned, 


Not ouly are there an exceptional number of Livebearing fishes available to 
aquarinte (aamming you are patient and a bit of a fanatic) they do vary widely in- 
Ca an sine, etc. are concerned, For example: The wcallest of the livebearing 
fishes is Meterandrla foruen, better known as the monquito fish or pypny livebearer, 
` ia the 7th smallest of the vertebrates known to man, Ny comparision, the 
guppy (a mall fish) rates 74th smallest! B. formosa adulte attain a maximum size 


Of three fourths of an inch for malen and ap roxiiately one and one fourth inches 
for females. By way of comparasion, the "glaat of the group" ia Belonesox bahizanus 
the pike livebearer, Thone behemothe grow to six inches for malon and up to nine 
iucheo for females! Mont mpecion fall into a medium range funning froa two to four 
inches in length. 


+ Ghape-wine, there are many treie of Livebearers which look like anything but 
Tiveboarers, Auonp these are: various halbaaks and goodeadae, A, cultratus (knife 
Livebearers) and A, anableps (fovr-eyed Livebearers), to name a few, 


Whun it comes to temporament, the majority cf vivinarous (the Caney tongue 
twisting terminology used to describe the method by vhich Live bearing fishes re- 
produce) Fish are compatable vith other fizh choir owa size, Some of the lve- 
hearers however, are bad actore! Anong these aro the fin-nippers (notably gambusia 
specien and, in some caver, certain of the goodeadae) and B, belizanus, the pike 
Yivebearer, which tende to live up to ita common name by being very predatory and 
capable of swalloving anything that it can get into ite tere mouth, (On one 
occasion, I had a fully grown female turn u: bee mate and devour him, Needless 
to say, this "marital spat" put a severe eric iu my plana to breed the Belonesox 
spectes), 


The majority of livebearing fishes are not as tolerant of varying water condi- 
tions as are the "big four” ve all know, For that matter, sone aquarists would have 
more success with the so-called "ordinary" livebearing fishes 1f they (tho uquarists) 
did not rely upon the "innate hardiness" of these fish, Livebearers will often 
survive, but seldom thrive unless their conditions are correct! They can be as fussy 
about water conditions a» such so-called "difficult fish" as tetras, Hany prefer 
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LIVEBBARER emmmer 


or even require a modicum of salt in their water, some profer higher than nomnal 
tenperaturen, others thrive in hard, alkaline water, sone prefer vell-aged acid 
water, Many species (sworda, guppies, etc,) do best with frequent water changes, 
Others do beat in near stapnant waters. 


So mich for a few of the more common fallacies which man tenda to attach to 
this unique group of freshwater fishes, Hopefully, I've been able to hold your 
intereat and perhaps created a bit of doubt in your mind as to how much you really 
know about Live-bearing fishes,

1 have noted that when females are being bred in 60 to 64 degree toaperatures 
they many times yo way beyond duo dates, give birth te large but daad young and 
after giving birth (if having been adjusted from warmer temperatures to cold) some- 


times are never re-fertilized (either because of slow moving males duo to cold or!) 
and in a few days shrivel in size and die, liowever, at the other extrema in

reperaturos say 85 degrees /above the females either deliver early with smaller fry 
or Fey that have developed rapidly and they are pre mature, 


1 keep fairly accurate records on ay guppies and therefore know within a day or 
two when they should deliver, And, have had instances where they vent over an ex- 
pected date, Being concerned in saying the mating I have had some success in two 
ways with saving the young and usually the female, 


After three days to a Week haa gone by depending on circumstances and feeling 
(intuition, whatever) I remove the female fro» the tank and pressing pently on the 
dbdonen attempt: to aquense them from the belly (sometimes worka), 


1f that dosen't work, after several squeeses, I place her back in the tank for 
several houra to d day or longer, depending on the females recovery response. If 
it appears she is recovered (Lf I haven't kept her out of the tank too long the 
first tine or didn't overburden or any other circumstances) I next do the following = 

Remove her from the tank again and this tine, with a stick pin, gently open 

the birthing canal vith a steady prick, Then, gently squeeze the abdomen, which 
usually delivers the young, LE thin doesn't work und the female is over a week 
past duo oho i» usually destined for death within a month, 


, anymore, 1 attempt to save the young (if she's not too far over a week) 
by cutting the female open and thereby Liberating any young that may stil} be alive, 
This last method is not recommended except for a last resort, a» there fa no way of 
saving Tech and does not assure you of saving any young. Also, forales in above 
methode are not netually removed fron tank but sre only netted and worked on at the 
waters surface or for Brief momenta lifted out of the water, 


In any case, gently squeering on the ablomen vill generally release the young 
d 40 a ov hours mother and young are doing fine,

My procedure for handling thie aitvation is something L learned from an old 
tine guppy breader, Many of them still do thin and tt has baon used aloo on zm 
layers that are coneckpated and can mot lay their eggs, On occasion, if I have 
enough fomalos from this Line I will give it a try. 


First I get myself a very sharp razor blade and very carefully cut the female 
open and the fry will drop out with eave, IE you are careful and don't cut too for 
the cut will heal Ltoel£, I mean DO be vory careful, I've done this about 6 times 
and I've lost three ont of tha six, Not bad, but I think 4t was just luck, 


‘The next method I tried was to take the female - put her in a small 25 gallon 
tank and add epsom palt, Add a Little at a time, X teaspcon at a clip. If it does 
not work, add another 4 teaspoon the next day. The third day change thé water, 
The fourth day add another teaspoon, Remember be patient - this method doos work, 
As soon as che fry are born, take out the female and change half the water and 
aerate the tank with s good air stone or a sponge filter or a small box filter,

In going to do this at least once every two years to keep tha tanks in real 
good sbape as well as having top quality fish, Also the snails I had in my tanks

How before you make your weekly water change, let the fish stay this way for 
at least one week before starting to change your 23% of water, Let your fish get 
used to chef newly cleaned tanks and make sure that the filter ie working properly 
spain and tanks are crystal clean - not cloudy, Continue your normal fooding habite 
and the fish will do fine, You will be amazed at the change your fish vill make in

THE IMPORTANCE OF LIONT by Midge MALL 


How much Light does a guppy need? ‘thts question to be arising more and 
more, and brings to mind an interesting and informative experiment with light in- 
tensity which vae done several years ajo. 


Leonard Westling donducted the experiment using several tank of guppies, The 
amount of Light given to each tank varied from bright Light to no Light at ali, 
The length of time the Lights were on aeoned to be far lege important than the 
Strength of the light source, 


While I did not have access to any of hio statistics, I did soe the test fish 
when they were about 4-5 months old, Tha differences in growth were quite noticable 
but even more important vas the difference in the number of fish with spinal de- 
formitios in the various test tanks, 


‘The nusber and severity of spinal deformities seemed to be directly tied to 
the strength of the light over aach particular tank, In the tanks receiving bright 
Light there vere no deformed fish. But progressing on to tanks vith less and less 
light, more numerous and more severe deformities appeared, Until finally reaching 
the tank with no Light at all, 100% of tho fish were deformed, and nost of the d 
Formities were quite severe, It vas almost impossible to beleive that these dis- 
torted creatures were related to the fish swimming in the first fov tank:

On the sane subject, Dr. T. J, Lam, in the Singapore Cuppy Club-1972 Bowvenier 
booklet, pointe out that his scientific studies seem to indicate that the best vay 
to get guppies to breed rapidly fe to give them high Light intensity coupled with 
Jongg houra of light and am adequate amount of good food, Apparently both the dura- 
tion and intensity of Light are important to the greater development of the gonad 
in the guppy. 


Naturally, none of us are going to ratse guppies in Westling!s extreme of no 
Light at all et Ghat about the problem tanks ve run into in which Lt seems almost 
inpoasible to raise a really good fish in spite of the bast of diots, froquent water 
changes, spotless filters, otc? I know that I have several ' jinxed" tanks,,.no 
matter what strain of fish I try to raise there these tanks Just do not turn out 
top quality fish, 


In view of the above experiments it would seem Bighly likely that perhaps ín- 
adequate Light might be the culprit, It may look to us like there is sufficient 
Light i» those tanks,..but maybe our guppies would not agree with us, Cortainly 
ita worth a Metle testing,

KELP AND PROTEIN by Ton Hayes 


Vogetable matter ts an important part of the diets of a number of fish auch as 
the Rift Lake Cichlids, Mollíes and other livebearing Fiah, Chopping up spinach or 
other vegetables can bo a bother and buying a special flake food containing vegeta- 
bles matter can be expensive particularly If tho aquarists has a number of tanks 

Wealth food stores soll kelp tablets, one of the most nutritious vegetable foode 
available (for man or fish), Those tablets are inexpensive and can easily be 
crumbled and fed to your fiah. DON'T OVERDO TUE PROTEIN, We all know that protein 
Promotes growth, The mán selling point of some fish foods in that they are 65%, Or 
69% or maybe 75% protein, We learn that the wore protein fish pet the faster they 
grov and eventually the bigger they get. 

This is true to à point, That ie, a fish's body can use Just so auch protein, 
the excess is eventually excreted in the form of urea, Thio can result in dangerous 
tank conditioning particularly if feeding is frequent and a tank is crowled because 
urea contains ammonia which can be fatal to fish 1f allowed to become concentrated 
as often happens when water ie not changed frequently enough. Therofore, it would 
be wine to limit the feedings of high protein food perhaps once a day (this does 
not refer to baby fish which uso more protein as their rate growth in faster),

WATER CHANGE - GROWTH 


Experiments have shown that vater changes can have a very positive effect on the 
growth of the guppy. Pish produce a substance continously which limits fish provth. 
The longer the fish are in a given volume of water, the more concentrated this sub- 

stance becomes and the mare the grovth of the Fish slova down, Frequent changes of 

water - 20 to 25% each week - keeps the concentration of the gravth inhibiting pub- 

Stance at a level which allows the guppy to grow At a maximum rate,

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
July's Question of the Month regarding "Guppy Disease", 
Answer by Warren Burke 


There are all kinda of diseases that guppios can contact, The moot conson one 
is Teh, Thin [s causad by severe temperature changes in your tanks - say from 76 
degrens to 62 degrees drop, I tty to keep my temperature about 74 - 76 dogreas in 
my older fish, Young fish up to 3 months at 70 deprees for rapid growth as well us 
for proventing disease, Change the water 25% (not extended over that amount) and 
add marine salt, If your fish get Ich I would suggest using Metholine Blue - 1 drop 
to the gallon, Remove filter boxen and replace vith 1 or 2 air stones so the filter 
doesn't nyphon in the medication, Almo raise your temperatura to 80 - DZ deprees 
for several days, 


In Velvet disease - 1 drop to each 5 pallon of water with mercurochrone,keepíng 
the temperature at 00-82 degrees, Let fish remain in this solution (along with 
One level teaspoon narine salt to each 2 gallon of water) for 3 days, Then you can 
Tenove fish to their normal quarters. 


Alvays keep in mind Mon placing fish back in their tanka to first sterilize the 
tank with chlorox bleach with very warn water - then rinse with cold water several 
times, (In all diseases you should sterilize the tank, Use rubber loves or you 
can get a burn from the warn vater and bleach solution.) 


The causes of fish getting a disease is: 1) Stagnant vater 2) Too chilled, 
3) Overerowding and 4) Not providing them vith: the proper foods, Poor lighting can 
also hamper your fieh, Keep your tanks Froe of gravel because the droppings of your 
fish will get into and remain in gravel, which Lf not properly cleaned vill cause an 
amonia buildup, 


One reminder - always use Chlorox Bleach - any other bleach may contain an acid 
and that's a NO NO,

SIMPLE SIPHON by Steve Hall 


Well Lt looks simple, I think it looke simple, And, it is just a dandy tool, 
in principal, on paper, or in the hands of your average acrobat with three eyes, 
From ay own personal experience the term vicious, sneaky and vexing are required to 
balance the scales of justice, A gluttonous monster, able to gulp gallona of water, 
pilfer plants, and filch fish at the ring of a telephone or bray of a child; the 

phon comands the same caution as the canine referred to in the phrase 


My problems with the simple siphon resulted in water changes being made on an 
deregular schedule, and vith only partial realization of the potential benefits of a 
truly efficient vast removal system, The easiest vay to pet around the problem is 
to remove both gravel and decorations, a solution, possibly the only solution when 
dealing with a large number of tanks, The bare tank though loses its appeal when 
it's the only one you've got. I put the gravel back in, and did a bit of thinking 
about the siphon, 


‘The primary problem vas that the siphon did Les job too vell, Anything that 
would fit inside the hose vas immediately deposited in a container that vas over- 
flowing on the rug. The siphon did too much too soon, Trying to pinch the hose 
amd watch both what you are siphoning and where it is going 18 a chore, 


How do you slow the beast dom? Well, this is a case where smaller in better, 
A five foot length of air line tubing slows the rosoval of water to a reasonable 
pace, It will alno clog on a small piece of gravel, Since the debris we want to 
remove is for the most part much smaller than the inside diameter of the tubing, ve 
need to balance the reduced flow rate and tendency to clog by enlarging the mouth of 
the siphon, The result is that the suction in spread over a larger area and has 
lost dta power to lift geavel to the opening of the air line tubing, Thus, bigger 
in this case ia better, Bigger was provided by a spare underpravel Lift tube, 3/4ths 
of an inch in diameter, I attached the air Line tubing to the lift tube with SCOTCH 
TAPE, and sealed it vith a very carefully applied match. 


What I call living poor with style you can call anything you Like, 

And nicely too, If a tube of silicone sealor vere available you could substitute 4 
Glob of it in place of the tape, The gravel my nov move an inch or two up the Lift 
Tube, but that's as far as it goes. The flow of vater over the gravel in the tube 
washes all of the dust-Like particles of dirt up and out through the air Line tube, 
to the receptacle of your choice, My choice, ia to put a bucket, pail or whatever 
inside of a larger container which catches any overflow, The extra container need 
not be as large unless you plan to sleep while you siphon, A cake pan would do Junt 
fine or a plastic bleach bottle, We are talking about quality as opposed to quantity. 


There are at least two commercially available siphons that do exactly the same 
thing I have been talking about, I used one in fact with a three inch Lift tube, 
and standard size hose, There was one major difference in ay application, „.nince I 
wanted to clean the gravel and not remove vater, the siphon hose was mated to the 
intake hove of a power filter, If you try this with the siphon to box type of power 
filter, you will have to be very careful about slowing the intake to the point where 
the pump runs dry; sone of them could be damaged, and I can't buy you a new one, 
The other possibility is that you will lose siphon and have to go through the hassle 
Of restarting it, This technique does work very well with closed filter systems

COLLECTING LIVE FOODS by Poter Tedesco 


Collecting live foods for your fish or to raise in outdoor poole 19 not that 
difficult, Some day or veekend, when you have nothing to de take a trek through the 
wool lands around where you live, Almost anyplace, some of the live foods you find 
in fish storos are available to you if you take the tine to look for it, 


You will neod a couple cf tools for this task, 1) You can boy or make your 
own aquatic net, but it must be a very fine mech. You vant the vater to pago through 
slovly without losing the food you have caught, 2) You may also vant to bring along 
a small or medium size sieve, This way you vill be able to strain the food before 
placing it into a frech clean bucket of water, 3) About 2 or 3 five gallon plastic 
buckets with handles,

COLLECTING LIVE FOODS. 


Large plants and animals do not require special or expensive collecting equip- 
ment, Comon household utensils or easily constructed items can be usod, These nets 
are made of very fine mesh cloth, At least 100 meshes to the inch are needed for 
small animale such as daphnia, mosquito larvae, or they vill pass right through the 
netting, For catching fish, use a bag shaped net on a very stout frame with a strong 
handle "or a peice of window screen mounted between two sticks can be used for 
collecting fish among plants, 


Thio will help you keep the cost of running a fish room a little less expencive, 
"The nore food you are able to collect amd freeze or grov, the less you have to run 
io a pet chop better, . The only foods you might need at the store are flake foods, 
of various kinds, Give it a try, it to a good learning experience for all.

SAFETY PIRDT by Dan Hetioninte 


Tats is a hobby for fun and none of us want to end up in the hospital bocauze 
of it, Ue like to leave that to our skiing and sky diving hobbies but just walking 
Uheough a fish room can be more hazardous than a bad Jomhtll run and the hobbylat 
and human visitors ae not the only ones at risk; four lenged pets snd the Tish 
themselves can be injured or loot. 


Sone of the nore obvious physical hazarde are cords and tubing on the Floor or 
pipes and supports banging don at head level, Besides tripping or banging your 
eal, you can inadvertently snag a vire or tubing, maybe dragging a light into a 
tank, breaking a piece of equipment or perhaps ve notice nothing but the heater is 
nov unplugged Just enough that Lt von't work, Or LE could be an airline vas pulled 
loose instead and it takes several minutes to [ind the problem if we are lucky, We 
have all read and have learned that air pumpa should be above the tanks to keep the 
airline from acting ao a Little siphon tube, If your pump is now up on a shelf and 
you snag the tubing or the cord, you could get hurt (and so could the pump). 
Solution for this hazard is to secure the puap so that it can't be pulled off on 
your head, Hake only a short lead to a valve or plastic pipe airline that ig fas- 
tened in place so there i» less chance of pulling the connection loose, The same 
Principle applies to any other objects that are stored or in use on a shelf, 


One of these "objects", of course, vould be the aquariums, There are a nunber 
of designs for multiple-tank aquarium stands, most of them sturdy but that doéan't 
automatically make them safe, Make your standa child-proof, even if you have no 
children around your fish rooms. A child climbing on an unsecured stand to seo the 
pretty fish on the top shelf could be tragic, Even if there are no children around, 
we all have our wonenta; an adult, perhaps slipping on some spilled vater might in- 
atinctively grab for a stand and have it all come dom on them, 


Whatever stand that you make for the fishroom should be sturdy enough for an 
adult to clin on it when empty, I have secured ay stand by lag bolting directly 
into the corner studs of a wall, Tying right into the colling Jolate is aloo secure, 
but toggle belts or any fasteners into dry wall won't do it, Xf you (or the land- 
lord) don't vant holes im the plaster, L-shaped, U-shapad, or T-shaped atanda. .... 
am L for a corner, a U for three valla, a T for one wall with a center section ex- 
tending out into the middle of the room.,,,uch stands are penerally tip restøtant, 
but there can be exceptions, Other vays to sake a stand tip reaistant include making 
‘outriggers", tvo by fours ox heavier lumber Tying edge on the floor and bolted into 
the bottoms Of the legs at right angles to the stand, The disadvantages to these 18 
that used anyuhere but along a wall, they are a tripping hasard, Where other solu- 
tiom are impractical, you could bring the stand up to the ceiling, topping it with 
a pioco of plyvood to prevent the legs from punching through, This vay the ceiling 
would physically constrain the stand from tipping. Don't casually copy a design or 
use "cormon oonoe" to plan or build a stand, Because it happens to be standing at 
the monent doesn't mean it is sturdy or safe, 


"Comon sense" built the svayback barna that recline throughout the countryside, 
Renouber that the triangle and not the square is the veal unit of structure, To 
prove thi» point, nail four boarde together to make a square, A little leaning on 
this vill end in'a close encounter of the floor kind. Now make a triangle or con- 
vert your square to two triangles by putting a eronapiece diagonally from corner 
to corner, It is immensely sturdier, Use an many and as large triangles as you can 
in your design, both front to back and side to side, Une diagonal bracen where ever 
Possible, Plyvood makos good bracing; anywhere you could drav a tráanple on it re- 
Presenta an actual structural triangle, Plyvood can also make an excellent stand a 
the principal building material, but is often assumed to be too expensive. Don't 
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ret to paint your atand with an enamel, opony, or other very good exterior sealer 
TF you stain the wood, use two or more conta of an exterior varnish over it. If 
you don't paint or varnish, the vood is going co Oiacolor, varp, and rot. 


There used to be a pet chop near me with four triple tier atanla extending the 
length of a large greenhouse, The First time thay vere set up, they vere unpainted 
and unbraced, The square structure started to become a parallelogram qw! the front 

‘glass of each tank vould touch 
corners and then bres, The shop 
replaced the stands vith new onen, 
doubling all the two by fours and putting on a thorough layer of Qoo! paint, Hov- 
ever, the shop owner continued to refuse to believe in diagonal braces, which in like 
Jumping off a cif to refute the lav of gravity, and the aecond aet of standa bogan 
to {old up too, I con understand the temptation to leave out diagonal braces; they 
don't add a thing to the aenthettca of a design and generally get in the way of tubin 
Plumbing, and even a good view of the tanks, But if even the enda of those shop 
stands had beon braced, it would have made a lot of difference, 


1 hope that T have encouraged you to think carefully of safety in your fish room, 
or ish corner and that some of the points that I have made no far vill help you to 
annons any hazards, Consider at least the damage that can occur to your fish equip- 
ment and pets, Share any information you get that would help prevent accidenta or 
problems in somoone else's nat up, 


Last year at a Gish show, my son Ryan, then one year old, vas walking around 
while my wife and I sot up two tanks (ve had even brought a babysitter with un). We 


didn't droan of any danger, but under the stands vas a sog punp. We hedded right 
for it and reached out his hand for the spinning belt and pulley before anyone could 
stop him, Suddenly he vas screaming and the pump had knocked him avay, We looked at 
in hand and arm expecting to Find it broken and torn but could only Lind a red line 
from vriat to elbow vhich by the next day had blistered, It vas a miracle that he 
wasn't seriously hurt, Obviously I am moin to advocate guarda around all moving 
Parts of homemade equipment, If the extra cost makes it more economical to buy a 
Pump from an aquarium shop, then so be it, The savings of ignoring anfaty are not 
vorth it Still, someone ingenious enough to come up with some of the idean much av 
the anog punp ahould be able to incorporate some oafoguarda Anexpensivel y,

August's Question of the Month regarding "Plants in the guppy aquarium", 
Amer by Poter Tedesco 

Why do ve need to have or grow plants in our aquariuns?? First of all, plants 
look nice in a tank, Most of the guppy breeders have bare tanks and float the plants, 


Sone of us usé vater sprite, vistoria aml java fern, Plants also make good hiding 
places for the fry, o» the larper fish can not pet at then,

Water sprite and wistoria are very easy to prov. They grow very vell and very 
fast, Java fern doeg not grov chat Cast, but is the best of the three, Plants help 
absorb aome of the toxic chemieala in the vater and add some oxypen as vell. During 
the day it gives off oxygen - at night when there is no light it does not, IE you 
do not have a filter system or turn it off at night you need plants. Because at 
night the bacteria will eat up or consume all the oxygen, as well as the plants. In 
a small way they will help the Fish to survive the night. Remember cooler water ia 
more denge with oxygen than warmer water, 


Plants give a tank a little more beauty and the most important is that they are 
healthy - they help vater clarity. It also is very important to living organisms 
Plant life amd fish life should be the two most inportant things, Your goal is that 
the fish be healthy, well fed, behaving normally in every way, same gen for the 
plante - clean, fresh and healthy, With the proper lighting you will have proper 
plane growth, "You have to have at least 14 watts of fluorescent light for each 
gallon of water, Nitrate in your tank can also kill off your plants. For people 
that have trouble growing plants, water wisteria in the perfect plant for those 
who can't grow plants. Remember yeu can not grow show quality guppies without 
plants, plants, planta,

CHOOSING YOUR BREEDING STOCK by Elvis Bryant 


Before we go into detalls of breeding, let me straighten the misconception that 
People in general have about guppies, I have heard the idle talk from people who 
don't know the correct and positive methods used in modern breeding, "Oupples.... 
you just put 5 males and 5 females together and lot nature take its course", Woli 
nothing can be farther from the truth of course, but no one can breed good guppies 
this way, there ta too such chance that some will be bad, and of course, no one can 
predict à certain females offspring in advance, 


The most positive vay to select broeders io first determine "What you vant", 
Is it size, color or both! One vay may bring color but vill lack in size, anothor 
way will Increase body nize and lose color. Now, you have taken that step, you want 
size, and color together, you are willing to risk your decision on the outcome. 

Male first, I watch the caudal region, for first, I vant i» a Delta Caudal. Watch 
all the males for a good 60 degree spread, then the male should be a good solid color 
in the caudal region, next - body size, 


Select the largest body size with all the requirements of the two steps nen- 
tioned above, You may have males with all these factors, in most cases good puppy 
breeders vill have at least a dozen to choose from, Try culling these dom to two. 


Fenales are very difficult to select, Carefully watch the female for color in 
their caudal area, A clear region in the caudal is most desirable, for blotches of 
mixed colors aan be a lot of trouble. Next size of caudal. Picka female with a 

nice high swept caudal, these are referred to as Delta, or Sharktail, and are most

desirable, Next the membrane, thin is the region before the caudal, pick your fe- 
e because of a thick membrane in this area. The thick meubrana will help in- 
crease the offspring males to hold their large caudal with a larger body, 


Shape - be especlally careful for shape, this can be dangerous if you pick a 
female with a crooked spine, Sometimes an overhead view is best to determine this 
area, A strong light to view these areas is always helpful, If you waste six months 
breeding only to find out you used a female with a crooked spine... you may be a 
little mod, 


Size - if you have clonred the areas covered above, you cam nov look for the 
largest female with all the characteristics mentioned, ‘Trios, ono male and two 
females are best, I beleive control is the best answer for using a trio. When the 
females begin to £111 up vith roo, separate each to different areas, This is to 
better determine the quality of the young. Be sure to label each a to which female 
the young vere born, You may regret it later Lf the young are mixed, 


A young female may not have many young at first, but be patient as she matures 
the amount of young will increase, By young I mean 4-6 months old. An older fe 
male does not mean better young. In fact, it ta found to be opposite. Then after 
three groups of young, you will find it bent not to take any more young from thin 
female, for at this time, she will be past her prime age,

For two or three years in the early 1950's I kept a fev small tanks of live- 
bearing fish--a svordeail or tvo, some platien, inconspicuous guppies and worlds of 
Ngeaveed", Every now and Again one of the [ish would wander out to the glass, and 
1 would get a pesk at who it was with the reassurance that one vas still alive, Hore 
interestly, sometimes a bright, tiny platy baby would appear tucked in a corner, Or 
more often the pale, shy young From my puppies that managed to avoid the dinner table 
by hiding in tho undergrowth, At a point my attention vas caught by what I nov know 
van a gold mutation but that I then thought vere simply very light fish with a bit 
of red in their tails, I took some care to separate these out and gradually had quite 
fan array of Jara, pana and whatever would hold vater fillod with these intriguing 
ent. But then I decided to go to Italy for a year and turned the lot over to a 
friend vho vas trying to raise Betas, That wae the last I ever knew of my little 
solda, but an interest had been kindied, 


Perhaps fifteen years later, Just in passing I stopped in San Francisco's most 
Fashionable pot shop, one that tourists 
crowded with what vore billed as "Blue Pacific Guppi: 
lavizh dark blue tails speckled and streaked with white, I vatched for a long tine, 
weakened, resisted, weakened and then mustered my courage and left the shop. Mut I 
new there vere now mich different fish in tho world than those I had abandoned to 
he company of Siamese Fighting Fish, From tine to time tn years after that, I 
checked that shop, but they had given up everything but goldfish, I knew the fish 
exinted, but I didn't knov where. 


‘Then, lace in 1900, the tables vere curiously turned, A fetend who van about to 
nove offered to give me a mall tank that had been a bargain at a flea market but 
not enough of a bargain to take along, The search vas nov on in earnest, but it 
took me until March, 1902 to find an aquarium shop that had puppies that at all 
approached those I remembered, This tine there vere two tanks featuring "Iuxedoes! 
and "King Cobras", $2,25 a pair, two pairs for $3,75, Too affordable to induce any 
restraint, so off I vent with my affordable foursome and three tines that much worth 
of "equipment", It wao only the beginning, By the tine I got hone, Mrs, King Cobra 
had snacked on most of Mr, King Cobras ample and apparently digestible tail, Mr 
Tuxedo soemed too great with child to be much interested in anything; but He, Tuxedo 
(whom I waa soon to [now to be a halfeblack red) wau the handsomeot guppy I had ever 
een, But then I wanted to know how hamdsone he vas in comparision with the devalop- 
ment I knew vas going on somewhere, so on çame the hooks, And the booka all wisely 
ald, “Start wich the beat stock you can afford fron a reliable breeder", Sa where 
to find one, and thin is uhere the cignificant part of the story begins, 


Tt shortly became apparent that the fish I had purchased had been imported fron 
Singapore (and I suspect from quite a careful breeder there), Inquiries at pet shopa 
all indicated that a fev years back there had been a considerable interest in guppies 
in California, but that it had since disappeared, AlL suggested that the best con- 
tact would be to approach the Sam Francisco Aquarium Society, so I Joined and went 
to my first meeting, The speaker gave a lively and informed account of a collecting 
trip he had made through parts of Mexico, but it of course did not address fish of 
my interest, Aftervarós I approached the moderator and told hin that I vas exclusi- 
vely interested in high quality guppies amd vas anxious to locate someone who wan 
actively involved with them, He candidly admitted that he knew of no one in their 
organization who even kept zuppiem and that I should talk to the speaker to uhom he 
introduced me, I repeated ay comment about my being exclusively interested in fancy

guppies, and the speaker quickly replied, "Tetracycline vill cure it", 


Now this, havever amusing, is a very strong sort of coment and, I think, both 
unfortunate and inappropriate, There is no doubt in my mind that in his opinion 
guppies are inconsequential and overbred and that the pursuit of an interest in them 
ie frivilous, Hla attitude has so regularly heon echoed by other members of that 
group that I no longer have much inclination to attend their fonctions, though I do 
have the small comfort of having taken thelr "Fish of the Month" avard once with a 
rel that an I recall beat out the catfish and the African Clehlida, I didn't trouble 
to pick up thelr trophy, Poecilia reticulata in all Ita forma ia every bit as legl- 
timate a species na anything from Mexico or anjvhere else and has held the sustained 
attention of aquarists to a degree few others can match, The speaker did indulgently 
Go on to tell me that a guppy club advertised in certain aquarium publications, which 
is how I vas able to locate the IPGA, 


Hovever arduous the trail, once I vas able to locate my responsible breeder and 
outfit myself with sone quality fish, still I had no one with whom to exchange in 
formation or excitement or otraiphtforard amusement, A sonetine popularity of the 
species has been allowed to stagnate, and I suspect it may be because it has been a 
long time since fanciers locally have had a chance to see the richnoss and diversity 
the guppy la» to offer, At least a first stop to correct thin han been taken with 
the formation last Saturday (Septenber, 1903) of the Northern California Guppy Assoc- 
lation which brings together a nucleon of keen enthusiasts with hopes of becoming a 
menber of the IPGA and participating in its activities, We're a long way avay, but 
we hope at leant it's mot exile,

SELECTING A DRI-AIR PUP by Peter Tedesco 
(High Vacuum - Lov Pressure) Fancy Finny Friends 


A little care £o needed in selecting the right punp for your tanks, A good rule 
of thumb is to set up a pump that will both meet the present needs and will take care 
of any need for provth in the years to came, A pump that is going to do the job - 
sufficient aeration of fresh vater, 3-4 cfm of air ia needed por 1,000 pallona, Salt 
water needs double that amount, The size of the tanks, the depth of the water, the 
type and nunber of filtern - all must be calculated vhen computing the cfo require- 
menta, This ratio applies to corner and sezular under-yravel filters, Pr 
Levels affect the air flov from pumpa. 


Regardless of other dimensiono most tanks 10" - 24" deep can be 
with the air moving under 4 PS flow, Deeper tanks take extra air pre 
cone the depth of the water, When water pressure in increased, the flow from any 
fpiven et in decreased, An inexperienced hobbyist i8 not always able to pick up 
this very important factor, The pressure that is concerned is, the pump speed (rpus) 
and load dictated the horsepower needed to operate the pump. A good pump provides 
your needs with no worries, It is wine to avoid overvorking pumps, Select your 
Pump model ~ pick a size that's somewhat larger than your actual requirement. 


1) Manifold system - PVC it should always be the same I.D, or greater than 
the pump exhaust, 

2) Rigid manifold Line - It is advisable to insert a section of flex tubing 
ko absorb the vibration and keep valves adjusted, 

3) Do mot mount It too high on a shelf due to high temperatures,

Install special check valve one-way to keep tank vater from siphoning 
backwards Into punp, if electric pover fail 

Set up punp avay fron tanks, but aa close to them as possible. 
Aeration is based on corner or undergravel filters, not air stones 

or bubble opa, 

ALL fractions WP units are wired for 115 volts, 60 cycles, Check your 
power source. 

You vill have an air escape from relief valve all air is being used. 
Cleaning of filter elements on exhaust (discharge) side and change is 
necessary, Also check air intake filter, 

Follow manufacturers instructions, Do not woe oll if it is not re- 
quired, 

TE your air capacity drops, check the belt, if 1t has one, it might 
be slipping, muat be anug. Tt should be flexible to about j"-3/A" 
depression, If more than 3/4" it in too loose, IF less tham 1 too 
tight,

This past winter Rich Bader and I had a talk about our clubs having shows yearly, 
We discussed the Pro's and Con's of having a shou on a yearly basis, Since Toledo 
amd Cleveland are only 2}; hours apart we thought the ideal situation would be to 
rotate show years, This way both clubs would have access to a shov every year, but 
our club members vould only have to york a shov every other year, 


It seens vhon a club has a show a portion of your meetings, especially the last 
3 or & months before showtime are heavily centered around the shov, Little or no 
time is spent on Guppy discussions, This could have a bad effect on newer members. 
The never nenbors are Just at the level of wanting to learn about breeding and rata- 
ing guppies, In their minds, shoving fish in a long vay off in the future, Many 
mew members Just can't relate with the mechanics of a shov, Everyone know how im- 
portant these nev menbers are to the club and to IFCA, That's why Rich and I thought 
the year off from hosting a show would give ue a year to relax and regroup our club. 
Little did ve know at that tine - 79% of the other IFGA clubs would fail to host a 
show, There are roughly 30 some clubs in TFCA, IF 2/3 of them would opt for a show, 
that would give us 20 clubs, That could be 10 shows a year every year, and all clubs 
would Wort a shov avery othar year, To hosting a shov every other yest asking too 


1 know ít'o easy to find reasons why you can't have a showt! Mut did it ever 
occur to these clubs not hosting that the ones that are - are getting burnt out. 
And if these clubs ~ the same 7 or D that are continually putting on thene shows 
acquire thie attitude and quit hosting a show every year, it won't be long before 
you'll have no place to show your prize winning strain of are 


X don't mean this to sound as rough as it does, I'm Just hoping to open some 
A0 to what's happening, We have to correct this situation now before it's too 


There to nothing in IPGA ruleo that says a show has to be an extravaganza! Don 
Craft once told me that years apo the shows were very sinple, A place to meet your 
frlends, show your fish amd have a chance at winning a trophy, There are 3 main 
ingredients for a successful show: 

1) A room to host the Show, 
2) Give Awards your proud of, 
3) Judges to judge your show, 


1) A suitable room to host the show can be gotten for free, Yes, there are free 

Toons out there} We just got thru having a show in August, our show site cost 
ww ZERO, It won a large meeting room ín a mall, We were secluded by ourselv 
and it worked out perfectly. One thing is for sure, the people in charge of these 
possible shov sites will not look for you! You must look for them, It takes an 
effort from your club, Inexpensive show sites: 1) Mall Areas 

2) VF, Balle 

3) Public Buildings 


Awards: he shove this year averaged over 500 entries, The entries alone are 
moro than enough to purchase really nice avarda, With 450 entries at our show, 
We pulled in over $750, in entry fee money, Out plaques cost un $500. Our 
raffle pulled in $100,” The show not only paid for itself but ve made money on 
it, We went into that show with $29. in our treasury!

WUNHDIZING--And Wow it Works With Guppies by George B, MeCronkey 


Some yearn ago, I first wrote another article on this same theme and it proved 
to be immensely popular. In fact, it vas reprinted so many times and over so long a 
period, I saw ay same article credited vith a number of different namen as well as in 
bo many different publications, that I often wondered how anyone bit of material 
could get no mixed up. Regrettably, the original has bean lont and I am attempting 
here to write once again on the sane subject, but with different wording and very 
likely, sone different thought: 


The word "hybrid" according to Webster's dictionary, moans the following: 
Animal or plant, produced by the parents of a different species, Of courao, this ia 
a simplified term these days and even the word itself io often mispelled and mis- 
pronounced due to the very fact that it La not vell known a» to what the word hybrid 
Actually involves, You have no doubt seen thia spelled or pronounced "hybred", 
meaning usually some little known method of higher involved breeding mathods to the 
less knovledgable, I have often ent out of my vay to attempt to better explain the 
banie premeine and uzunlly vith very little understanding, I precuma, 


To be more truthful, expecially with ao many thingo these days being labeled 
loosely as hybrid, nuppien being no exception, the dictionary description cannot be 
taken Literally, Not too many animals or plante, (AND FISH) are really of different 
species when they are crossed and then classified as hybrids, I suppose it could 
be said that only when two widely diversified, Living organisma are bred together 
successfully and the result As living young, you come up with geal hybride, An ie 
often the moat common given example, the cromsing of a male donkey with fenale horse 
you come up with "mules", The unfortunate drawback to this is that mules are in- 
fertile, that ia, barren, sterile, To get more mules, you must keep the two separate 
apecies -i/e - horses and donkeys, BUT, the advantages are quite well worth the 
effort, Mules work harder on less feod, Live longer, are usually stronger as vell 
as hardier and are far lens prone to disease an well as ame tines being larger and 
better looking than either parent, TUIS IS ONE OF THE BETTER REASONS WHY HYBRIDIZING 
IS DONE, The net result te often called "hybrid vigor", 
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NVERIDIZING.. 


Back to guppies, I remember one time visiting a man, quite new to the game of 
guppies, who had two doren tanks all filled with varying maturing guppies, which 
Mere the renult of a couple of years matings of ONE PAIR OF BLUE GUPPIES, Looking 
down the tanks a stranger would have auorn the man vas breoding a full dozen kinds 
of guppies, the off-spring were that variable, Naturally, what ve vere looking at 
was the crossing of two guppies that were hybridized, This is the next rule. 


WIEN THO HYBRIDS MATE TOGETHER SUCCESSFULLY, THE RESULTING YOUNG (if any) WILL 
NOT RESEMBLE THE PARENT STOCK! 


This can be discouraging to the uninitiated, But with some care and a lot of 
know-how, usually only coming with experience, and a lot of time, one can re-claim 
the evo lines of puppies originally used, and then come up with a new line---sone- 
times even superior to the originals, Byg the pitfalls along this series of matings 
can often make one discouraged quite quickly, I advise this method only to those 

who can, or must, use this method for some reason or the other where nothing else 

can be used, Such as no access to other puppies of similar caliber, or he likes the 
challenge, ‘Wybridizing of guppies, or most tropical fish, for that matter, sometines 
can be as simple as collecting males from one outdoor pond, (an is the case in the 
Florida fish farms) the females from a tank kept entirely separate for a long period 
of time, and releasing these in a third location to breed as they vill. Strictly 
speaking, the maturing young will not be real hybrids, but for most practical pur- 
poses, they will show results normally only found in hybridizing, Larger fish, more 
colorful, hardier, nore fertile and often, mature in less time, This effect will 
last only one generation, and quite often, in fancy guppies, only in the first two 
Litters of fry, This ia why pond raising of good fancy guppies has proven impractical 
for the most part, In the case of the ogg-layer fish, this is not necessarily no, 
Guppies, and in particular, fancy puppies, never seem to follow a pre-ret, planned 
program except to those who know the same fish strain for a good long time, This 
means a very good et of records and unually many tanks, 


To "make" excellent appearing hybrid guppies, one must have and maintain, seva- 
ral Lines of pure-bred (as opposed to "hybrid") guppy strains and this endeavor alone 
can be a very ticklish situation, Which beings us to the next general rule 


Jet lines of guppies must be maintained and kept carefully separated from 
sach other and all other Lines, to form the basis for "making hybrid" fish. Thes 
lines may, and Gsuely do, appdar to be very poor looking fith ar compared to the 
exotic-appearing show-guppy Kinda. With long inbreeding, guppies temi to concentrate 
II the worst in their maka-up, as well as all the acre vanted features. BOT, and 
ere is the fooler in breeding puppes, a breeder MUST KNOW vhat each Line of his 
guppies carries, whether 1t be plainly shown, (dominant) or hidden (the receseive). 
One example that cases to mind and this alone takes some getting used to. When two 
Vines of guppies are crossed to "sake" another kind, color, or type, you do not 
neccessarily usa a male and female of the same type or even color. Sometisen, to 
Bake a good green guppy, one must une a multicolored female mated to a blue mate, 
OR, to darken the color of a selected line of male guppies, sometines you must add 
some black, or even dark blue. The best matinga depend on your findings by use of 
previous information == always, 


My wife likes marigolds and has for years, Our yard is full of these all summer 
long. Up wneil recently, the marigolds usually available were either very tall, or 
very short, But, someone, did a bit of work and successfully crossed a very tail 
variety to a dvarf kind, and came up vith a medium sized kind, These were much 
larger than the older kinds, more colorful, and a lot less prone to the common 
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flover troubles, Hovever, the seed could not be saved, They vere real hybrids in 
all sense of tho word and the seed made very tall, and very ppor looking Flowers, 
Which we found out the hard way, Which proves that hybrids also have flaws, and 
"lmost always come from Lines that are mich poorer in appearance in the parent 
Strains, This is also true of corn, tomatoes and a lot of other hybridized, but, 
useful items in modern Living, 


he question arises where guppy people discuss much matters as to how long a 
line must be kept pure in order to both get the beat hybrid fish, yet keep the tine 
needed to a bare minimum, This is ome of those variable things that very few people 
Can prodict with any accuracy, It depende on how long any particular line has been 
Around, how it has been "changed" (i.e, - compared to the originals) by the possible 
additions of other guppies either by accident, or deliberately, Number two--Are 
they late, or early maturing fish! "Humber threa--Do the fish tend to be prolific, 
heni-oterile, or Just hard to breed! Number Four--Doen tho breeder have plenty of 
tanks, time And space to keep the fish needed for the needed length of time? AND a 
lot more questions in most cases. 


Roughly speaking, twelve generations are the usual time needed to make good 
hybrids. Hovever, sone breeders maintain they can do it in nix generations and still 
make good looking show stock, My ovn experience, now very likely very out-dated, 
went along with the longer tine in the never varieties that had not been around for 
Tong, and much less for the older kinda that had been around in many tanke for years,. 
— of whose tanks in most ci 


Now a word on those "inport" guppi 10 when they vere first seen, they 
shoved some upectacular males, Ao many of the old timers can tell you, for breeding 
Purposes they vere not worth tank space, I have heard that the females given vith 
the males, vere either common guppies (usually wild) or such a aix of unrelated fish 
that all the fry (if any--it has been said they vere deliberatly sterilized) vere 
good for only discarding, The story was passed on to me that NO FEMALES came out of 
the original countries and the fish shippers added females of any kind available to 
make pairs, Lone males did not jor yeara, it vao well known 
that Germand had nome quite good guppies and would seli these readily, but no female 
guppies were ever included, Whether this 1a still done, I have no idea, although 
with American servicemen around the world, it is not hard to think that guppies could 
be smuggled out with no big problems. 


During the Vietnam War, sone enthusiastic betta people vero said to obtain wild 
bettas from their native habitat in hopes these could be added to domestic stock to 
both improve the existing Lines, and possibly to throw in some "new blood" to (hope- 
fully)ereate new colors and Kinds, While not really keeping up with either hobbyiats 
except indirectly, there vere soma new tail varieties in bettas about this time, 
Keep in mind, these ara egg-layers and they really involve different breeding methods 
than live beavers, 


To sum it all up, thero are a number of standardized rules for hybridizing gup- 
pies ~+- or most anything else, These are: 

1) The resulting young from the crossing of two highly inbred lines of 
muppies are called "hybride", 

2) Discounting pure luck, only reat results cone from the mating of tuo 
unrelated lines of guppies that are kapt separate fron each other for 
‘up to twelve generations, Enphastze--compatible; a» it sometimes happens 
that two lines of guppies, oven though not related, will give poor fish. 
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3) Hybrid guppies, while being superior in many vays, will also carry much 
poorer characteristics that are often hidden in the first generations, 
BUT, when hybrids are mated together these will shew and make very poor 
Looking guppies for generations to come, 

4) Lines used to "aake" hybrids should be distantly related, but kept true 
breeding by heavy inbreeding (that is, male parent to female off-opring, 
or brother to stater mating--dependant on kind,) 

5) The only method that I know of to mike consistant hybrids with little 
variation, is to keep detailed and up-to-date records, IE does little 
good to guess that a certain male will give good females, if you have 
Forgotten how long you have had thea, or vhather they tend to be sterile, 

third, unrelated color, 

Buppies can be either mie or female, Seldom do either 
show the hidden defects which have to be present. One must know by actual 
trial whether the best fish come fron a male from "Line One" to a female 
from "Line Two" or the other vay around, Keep in mind that vhile good 
guppies may show only in the first dropping of fry, sometimes also the 
second, seldom vill any others be as good,

This fish when brushing up against our guppies would quickly shead the fire finnaj 
wo have strived so long to develop, In this family of catfich the smallest size is 
24" with most averaging about 6" in length, With their large sise I vould not 
Suggest their use as scavengers in our tanks because they would excrete more (0,I,8,) 
growth inhibiting substance and create more pollution in our tanks than benefit. 

fish include, glass catfish (Kryptopterus bictrehus) 25" in length, Myatun 

in lengbh, Pimelodus clarian-h inches and over, Electric Catfish (Malap- 

terusus electricus)-6 inches in length, "There are 2 other families but their charac- 
teristics being almost identical to those above do not warrant their use in our 
breeding tanks, 


Let's look at what I feel is the best family of catfish to use vith our puppies, 
the Corydoras, Instead of having scales these catfish are covered with two main rove 
of overlapping, bony laminations or plates, Tho Corydoras are droll, pnome-like 
little beings that do not know the meaning of the word fight, Even rival males when 
breeding seem to be the best of friends, They are small enough that they are unable 
to eat the young of Mvebearers, Their task in life in to go about the bottom of the 
aquarium, seeking bits of food that the other fish have overlooked and which would 
Soon contaminate our water, Another trait is that they devour decaying plant mate 
rials and snails as they die off in our tanks. As scavengers the Corydoras have 
Permanently established themselves in popular favour, having largely replaced snails

for just that purpose, True they will not clean the of the tanks like snails 
as they are strictly bottom feedors, Snails once eatablished in our tanka are hard 
to eliminate, this is not true of our Little scavenger fish, 


In the hone aquarium, these catfish rarely exceed 25 inches in length, and to- 
day there are so many color varieties known 165 in total and many sore new varieties 
being found each year, I operate 70 tanka and the Corydoras catfish can be found in 
all of them, The albino Corydoras is easily bred and hatchings from 200 to 1,000 
are comm, so you will nover deplete your supply of these nec

for two weeks, as I did, my guppy fry ended up with a feast on the young Corydoras 
Thad m their tank?

1 have both pro and con in my foh room, I don't place any catfish in my tanks 
with guppies that are three months and under, The reason is that I feed heavily on 
brine shrimp and the catfish will gorge themselves on [t when I'd rather the young 
guppies would, The first month and up to three are critical on provth so that 1a 
when you vant to feed your young heavily and don't need catfish swieniny around eat- 
ing everything in sight, 


After three months, vith water temperature lover and less feedings, I place one 
eattish per 10 gallons, They do an effeciant job of cleaning up the unaaten food 
thus slowing the polluntion effect I do less siphoning this vay compared to the 
younger fish which I have to siphon at least every othor day,

There are a very fev people that only have one type of species of fish in their 
fish rooms, The majority of my fish are guppies, I also breed about four different 
types of Corydoras catfish, Albino - Julie - Bandit - Shunhs, I also raise Marble 
Angela and Gold Angels. There are good and bad points in having catfish in our tanks, 
Some good reasons are that they are very helpful in keeping the tank clean and help 
in removing snails after they have been crushed, The guppies also like to eat the 
mails, 


Sometimes they eat the food before the fish can get to it, Those littla crea- 
tures are very active and keep the tank in tip top shape and they are always stirring 
up the bottom and keep the fish on the move, They are always cleaning the glass and 
forging for food, By then constantly moving around they keep the water moving and 
circulating like it has to. Ihave yet to see these Little creatures attack a fish. 
They may chase them apound, but never hurt them, 


When they span on the aquarium glass I've noticed that the guppies love to 
feod on their eggs, They eat them up an fast as they are spawned on the glass 
That's why it's hard to raise baby catfish in the guppy tanks, You must take them 
out (the guppies) so that the eggs can hatch,

Never put algae eaters in your guppy tanks, They can be very aggresive towards 
most small typos of fish, You are better off acrapiny the algae off by hand. I 
have at least one catfish in every tank, except for breeding pairs.

MERE COMES THE JUDGE! 


Several months ago Rich wrote an article for Astrid Young, of the Austrian Club, 
to be presented at a meeting of the European guppy clubs, We are reprinting this 
article for the benefit of anyone who may be interested in becoming a qualified 
mot judge, 


ACCREDITATION REQUIREMENTS (Taken from the Judging Standards Book) 
Host attend two IPGA seminars 

Must observe at three IFCA sanctioned shovs with a Judging team, 

Must pass the written test, 

Must assist two qualified judges at seven (7) IPGA sanctioned shows, Four (4) 
shove for those in outlying areas. 

Must judge five (5) guppies under controlled test conditions and get a passing 
grade, 

Must have the approval of the Judging Board, 


In ordor for a beginner to get the over all picture of judging in the TFGA, 
the (rat thing in to involve yourself aa an Observer, This i» done by being aasig= 
med to follow various judging teams, watching their procedures and learning their 
language, An observer is not alloved to voice any opinions during the Judging, but 
once the winners have been chosen he may ask questions of the judging team, 


Judging seminars are given twice a year, At theme seminara, the ITOA Judging 
Standard Book is completely discussed and reviewed, At the end of the seminar, a 
written tent is given on the Judging book, This test consists of between 20 and 25 
questions, Examples ater 

Describe a snakeskin guppy. 

Lint the reasons for disqualification in a show, 
Give the ratio of the Svordtall dorsal. 

List the point system for judging males and female 


You are allowed to miss no sore than two questions except for one - Because of the 
importance of the point system you must answer this question correctly or you vill 
mot pet a passing grade 


After the written teet - a "vimual" test in given, Five puppies are selected 
and pre-]udged by two or more menbers of the Judging Board, Those persons taking 
this visual test must then point the five entries and their answers must place in 
the same order an the judging team, This {a perhaps the most difficult part in be- 
coming a judge and many candidates take thin tent several tines before getting a 
Passing grade, It is usually the last step ve take before becoming a fully aceredi- 
ted judge, 


Although the written and visual teste are very necessary, I feel the most im- 
portant part ef the requirements is serving as an assistant Judge. This period of 
time (an apprenticeship)so to speak, given one the chance to practice the Judging 
Standardo with the guidance of two accredited judges and at the same time it allows 
the assistant to give his viewpoint on an equal basis with the other Judge 


Once you have become a judge you must judge at least five classes at a minimum 
of two sanctioned shows a year and attend a seminar at Least once every two years to 
keep your accreditation, A judge cannot judge a class in which he has entries. 


The IFCA Judging Board consists of a Chairman of the Board and six (6) other 
judges (hich are known as senior judges). These people are elected to thin post- 
tion by the delegates of the IPGA clubs, This judging board is responsible for

'epin; our Judging standards current, and handling any complaints that may be 
brought against a Judge, Although, they may offer changes to the standard rules 
the final decision in auch matters is decided by voto by tho delegates of the IPGA 
clubs, A senior Judge may also be called upon to settle any disputes in judging 
during a sanctioned IFGA chow, 


There are lista kept at all IPGA shows and judging seminars, of those people 
who are observers, assistant Judges and judges, In thie vay, the Judging Board 
Chairman has complete record of each individual aa they meet their requirements on 
becoming a Judge or retaining their judging acereditatim,

HISTORICAL NOTES ON mp ORIGINS by George HoCroskey 
OF TE BRINE SUDO or 
The Way the Brine Shrimp Case to be as Pich Food 


This ia a writing of a neries of eventz.that came about over thirty years ago. 
While the major happenings vere au written, or fairly much co, there are tortain 
pertinent facts that must be "glossed oves! or'are not entirely accurate due to the 
— involved between myself and people more directly involved, or in aov 

caseo, now deal, Keep in mind that I, nyael, vao never directly involved and the 
story han been put together by me from atray facts related to ne, or that have been 
gathered from material researched for other reasons or subjecta, I have only attenp- 
ted to gather all thio together for any unofulnens it may contain and I haaten to 
caution the reader to allow for any potential inaccuracies Lf you happen to be one 
of those involved, or knowing more than I actually do on the subject. 


Many years ago there vas an aquarium aoctety in (be vestern city of San Pran- 
cisco vho were very enthusiastic in discovering nev methods of breeding and raising 
of the fry of many leoa voll known tropical fish that up till that date had never 
been successfully spammed, or even worse, had opavned but mo one could raise the new 
fry, Of the larger group, there vere some few persona who nunpected the real pro- 
blem vas the Jack of a good conditioning food that could alno be uaed to grow the 
young fish, once ‘hatched, Keep im mind that in those Aas just after World War II, 
dni a little later, the Korean War, the e hobby hai soma small bepinnings. In- 
fusoria, and ooma boma made floh fools, vere the main means of breeding egg layers, 
(140,--Conditioninz the patru, ete,) and very few of the eggo ever made it to a 
usabio size, Live foods, an sich, vere mot ín coo supply and only those having 
Jaovledge of the babita (and locations) of wild ind» of puch live foods could collect 
them in any quantity enough to be even partially successful, These people in the San 
Francisco area apparantly made quite frequent field trips to do auch collecting, and 
about five of these made quite a atudy of what vas available, 


I have been told that the shore of San Francisco Bay at thin tine vas quite wild 
and a bit svanpy with valt marah...and much vill life of all kinde, As is vell known, 
wild insecta of a lot of kinda are the beat source of protien for most fish BUT these 
can be difficule Co collect in any usable amounts no matter how useful they may be, 
BUT, when these insects are in larvae state, they can be collected and still used as 
fish foods, Which 1a hoy the entire matter startol, I have been told. 


The large bay near San Francisco covere a pood many miles ant the saltiness of 
thia water body varies considerably with the time of year as vell as the weather and 
rainfall having an effect as is only natural, In pathering (and exploring) thia area 
the fich people learned quite a lot. For example: The collection of insects seemed 
to have one consistant Lindl almost always when the svamp vas either lov (very salty)

or in certain wonthz vhen both varmer than normal and salty, BUT, the size vas exe 
teenely variable and vhen this one particular kind was in some quanity, of mixed 
sizes, some of the larger cizes carried what seendd like "agg cases" om their under- 
ailes. This brought on much conjecture and conparisions, I have never heard whether 
the parsons attempted to brand, or keep these "new" insects for howe propagation at 
thie time, but later, some did, Anyway, after some research the membere foun) they 
had copious quanities of a salt vater anima] well-known as brine ahrimp---am] even 
wich a Latin name, There vere even found to he kinde within the species with 
slightly differing charactertatien, They were in reality, only interented in the 
local kind, locally available in the areas surrounding San Francisco Bay, 


Ao time passed, In this cane, a couple of years, the secret became hard to keep, 
While live brine shrimp seamed to be the anever, at leaot in part, to conditionfng 
eng layers - the vory small ones useful for feeding new Cry, vere hard to come by 
without a lot of work, BUT, Bone of the members vere still thinking and trying and 

Two of some [ive of the more active ones, hal Macovere that the 

‘brine shrimp oeeme to Irop the ogy caseg at certain times of the year, But 
‘the question remaineil, ubere did the ep; go? Eventually, some one decided that the 
andy or ollty shorea, actually DID contain brine shrimp eggs, The real problem was 
how to collect these and separate thon fron fh* wild normal occuring debria, sand, 
mud and ete, Very laboriously they DID separate egga and after much trial and error, 
Jevelope! a method for storing the eggs to keep them viable and even how to hatch the 
vir into baby ohrinp an nealed, This tool a lot of doing and tho "pectet" spread 
quite rapidly vem Cah people cane to seo none very orartling reoults (ron the use 
Of these tiny ohrimp to ratse up 90% of certain agg layer fry. Tho local aquarium 
club toot full advantage of this a you can imagine, ani cha next otep became history 
relatively quickly, To collect, package am! pell the dried eggo ana club project 
to raise woney for tho club enidavorn, 


1! my memory oeveo me correct, a omall amount of commercial ahrimp esga sold 
thon for over a hundred dollars, vhon available, This may not soon too prohibitive 
today, but then Le would be about the equivalent of a thousand dollaro today, This 
(M; ot take too many yeara for the commercial breeders to realise that thio vas THE 
anewor to making a profit on certain Fish, or not having any at all, AND thio jo 
Where the trouble bezan---an At alvaya does when money is involve! and somebody de- 
cidon thay can get cone of it, 


The first trouble began in the society, The orginal five took some very unkini 
een on "hoarding information", Miserly dealings, amd a very lot more over a 
period of tine, I have never reliably heard how many people vere directly and in- 
directly involved but it vas the domfall of the entire club eventually. 


As the collecting got larger and more profitable, the brine shrimp story moved 
to the courts, Someone, no matter who, decided a club supposedly "non-profit", had 
no legal right to collect, package and commercially market, anything that would make 
4 bit of money, While I have never taken tho time (the entire subject van VERY 
touchy indeed with same of the people involved) to see how the entire matter vac 
handled and how mich actual time the entire affair took to he resolved, I did hear 
that eventually tuo people only onded up with the business, if you could call it 
that, Wovever, in a short time it did become a business, and a very large one indeed, 
"heus California brine shrimp egga vere sold in imense quanities for some years and 
vere a staple food product for any breeder or hobbyist, Ap could afford them, or 
could obtain them, 1 heard from one of the people in Florida, who was quite involved 
with the fich farmers down that vay, that one of the smaller farms had a standing 
order for FIVE TOS of California chrimp egga all the time--if and when they could

get then, They were supposedly packed in 55 gallon drons and used extensively it 
vas plain. 


Naturally, California brine shrimp vere not the only kinds around, The Great 
Salt Lake of Utah also processed the egga as vell as a number of products using the 
Adult shrimp themselves, both as a frozen product and dried and mixed into other 
fish foois, Later on an all kinds of shrimp products became available, come of the 
original people from the San Francisco society became active in proeessing And aeli- 
inp the cave thing, Dut, the brine shrimp vere not usually fron San Franeisco Bay, 
but other salt lakes in California and other locations, One auch used a blend of 
three kinds of eggs, sold them mostly by mail order and depended on "lord of Mouth" 
advertising and furnished an excellent product, 


In these later yeara I sav a vritten article whero somewhere in the doep South, 
someone van using large malt vater ponds to vaise regular fooj-type sürimp with brine 
akrinp an a ciJe-line money maker, True or not, it wan not the Firat attenpt at thie 
ur thing, 


The original brine shrimp company sold out to a national firm with more money 
and a vider market, Apparently, as the avean around tho May becane filled in, built 
up and juat generally not suitable for wild brine shrimp, thio new company bought up 
land, converted it to large pondu and commercially propagated California brine ahrinp 
producto, In late 1970, I wau contacte! by the came company vho vere interested in 
Coby material which they wanted me to "donate" for enn ronson or other, I did not 
zo along with this, I really have no idea as to what the modern verolon of thie 
Bane Industry io now doing, 


TE there still exista on aquarium club in San Franciaco, I an reasonably sure 
it no Longer has any of the people involved mentioned here, I could be wrong in 
thia, but it would be interesting to have a more modern up-date on that area,

Adult brine shrimp ven propagated artificially, Vill normally eat only salt 
water algae, but they will adapt to lote af other foods and do well on them, once 
they do adapt, Even dead insecta In the water vill be nibbled on, Some say the 
large adults are really carniverious, I really can't prove this, I have been 
successful vith most any Finely powdered substances such aa soy flour, powered milk, 
fine fish foods, beavers yeast, regular baking yeast and many other thins, 


Te has been my own experience that as little as fifty gallons of zit water 
will mot only raise adult shrimp, but these will come back year after year provided 
‘sont soil is in the bottom to incubate the fall-dropped egga, These will not be 
enough im short summers to allow profitable collection (it is best to re-seed the 
containers) but it does prove that they are extremely hardy animals, The water ren- 
perature is the one triggering factor it soens to make a successful crop,

perserverance that we have dedicated ourselves to this past year, There vill also 
be those that worked equally as hard and will receive little or no recogniztion, 
however, if you know that you really did the best that you could with what you had 
to work with, please complimant yourself - you deserve it, I know the frustration 
of showing Fish that you think are really good (and they may well be) and mot taking 
a firat place all year, It took me two to three years of showing, back in the sixties, 
before I won a first place at a show, lot alone be in a position to go for a class 
championship, As a matter of fact, ny wife Carla, vho vas just fooling around with 
a couple of tanks of green guppies just to be able to wee what I sav in these finny 
Creatures, won a first place in Cincinnati, Ohio in about 1967 or $8 - at a time 
that I was doing well to earn a third or fourth place, 


T think that you can see that vhat Iam really trying to aay £9 that LE you did 
mot finlah at the top of your category - try not to let yourself be discouraged, 
Make up your mind that you are going to come back dn the nev year and vork a little 
harder than you did chin year, Make it a point to talk to sone of the breeders that 
have been around a number of years, Pick their brains a little but keep in mind 
that vhat sometimes sally great for them may not vork for you - but try it 
and find out, The b e to talk to these people in at a show, Where elas vill 
you find a lot of good breeders assembled? In order to be able to do thin make a 
New Year's resolution to attend "one more show this coming year than you did this 
year”, Unless you were at all the shovs this past year (and no one war) this could 
be a good resalution for all of us to male, 


One of the baut shova to attend is the Annual, of course, The reason for this 
ds that there will always be more people with a great deal of experience at this 
show, This year for example ` there vill be at leant two past Cuppy Han of the Year 
Winners, two Grand Male Championa and two Grand Female Quppy Champions, This 4a 
Over and above all the clama winners from both this year and years pone by. Anyone 
that could mot be motivated by an opportunity like this can't be stimulated at all, 
The ball ia in your court - take it and run with it. 


This time of year makes me think about some of the people that vere around when 
it all began, Bome of them vere members of the old A,G,A, (American Guppy Associa- 
tion), One of the people that was here then and in stiil active is Pop Morgan and 
of course, Mom, It takes her a little longer to catch him now, so she is not quite 

active, Pop has a atrenk going that no one else will aver be able to match. They 
have made every Annual show and Meeting since the beginning of the IPGA, There are 
"ome that come close though I missed the first one, and I believe that Stan Shubel 
‘and Don Saurera have each missed one also, I hope that we are all able to keep these 
streaks going for a long time to come, This vould be a good time to start a straak 
Of your om. Just one cere example of a goal that you can set, 


I really miss sone of the so-called old timers at these annuals, Can you pic- 
ture one show with such people as George Busovieki, Chris Mckay, Emory Mann, Tom 
Simmons, Frank Minstel, Dottie Baird, Cathy Wolff, Midge Hill, Dale Marteony, Glen

the fich tania, I decide] to try this in wy fish room - with a few alterations to go 
with ny setup,” My fish room 1s located In the badement with the walls behind the 
tanks covered vith styrofoam for further insulation, 


1 purchaned electric heating strips sold in hardware or plumbing supply stores 
to keep pipes from frocring, This comen in váridus length and 1o rated at 30 watts 
per 6! lengtha, Tha thermoztat tn contained in a soft plastic capmule at one end 
and activates at 33 degree F, Td use theae dtripi, I cut the thermostat off the end 
of the tape - soldered the viren together, cleaned Vell and sealed in a silicone 
son}tant, 


Hy oetup consist of 10 ten gallon tanko. in a single rov = each tank containing 
^ aponge filter, These tanko are set endvlso and are supported on 3/4 Inch atyro- 
foam, The styrofoam in im two sections (front ection: Dl in, vide - back section: 
12 in, wide). I leave a space of l inch between tho styrofoam sections to form a 
tumnel.for the electrical heating strip, To form this tunnel lay a et of 2 inch 
wide duct tapo (sticky side up) on the floor, Place the edges of the two sections 
Of styrofoam on the duct tape = leave a I inch gap and place the electrical tape in 
this space, Bach tank io exposed to 12 inches of heating tape, LE more heat 10 
meeded simply add a second strip of, heating taps, IL I had it to do over I would 
recommend using 2 tunnels under the tanko, 


Tbe ayaton ia connected to a standard Light, dimer socket (rated 600 watts)
